MANUFACTURING    CHEMISTS, 
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Freedom  in  Consultations. — Under 
this  title  the  New  York  Medical  Record 
discusses  the  relations  of  the  New  York 
State  Medical  Society  to  the  medical  pro- 
fession of  the  United  States;  it  patroniz- 
ingly prepares  the  New  York  profession  for 
fatherly  admonition  on  the  part  of  other 
State  Societies,  and  gives  a  glowing  eulo- 
gium  of  itself  as  being  "the  only  journal 
which  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
being  outspoken  on  the  question."  The 
Philadelphia  Medical  News,  on  the  other 
hand,  claims  that  the  "  physicians  of  the 
United  States  are  all  but  unanimous  in  their 
opposition  to  the  new  doctrine."  How  the 
Medical  News  arrived  at  the  opinion  that 
there  was  such  unanimity  it  does  not  state. 
It  may  safely  be  assumed  that  of  the  two 
journals  the  Medical  Record  has  the  largest 
circulation,  and  it  claims  to  be  endorsed  in 
its  course  by  letters  from  all  over  the 
country.  It  seems  therefore  very  probable 
that  the  Medical  Record's  course  is,  as 
usual,  in  accord  with  the  current  ideas  of 
the  profession.  There  are  many  curious 
circumstances  connected  with  the  discus- 
sion of  the  subject.  There  is  one  thing 
likely  to  result  from  this  code  which  does 
not  seem  to  have  impressed  itself  on  the 
Medical  Record  or  the  Medical  News,  and 
that  is  the  tendency  which  it  will  have  to 
stop  those  sporadic  conversions  from  medi- 
cine to  homoeopathy  which  are  from  time 


to  time  reported.  There  are  many  regu- 
larly educated  practitioners  in  the  homceo- 
pathic  ranks  who  have  joined  the  homreo- 
pathists  simply  to  secure  large  consultation 
practices  or  for  the  temporary  6clat  that 
such  conversions  will  give  them.  Nothing 
will  be  gained  by  such  renegadism  in 
future,  the  influence  which  such  conver- 
sions exerted  on  the  minds  of  the  populace 
will  be  effectually  destroyed,  and  with  it 
one  of  the  grreatest  aids  to  the  control  which 
homoeopathic  ideas  exert  over  the  minds  of 
the  laity.  If  the  New  York  code  will,  as 
seems  likely,  prevent  such  conversions,  it 
will  have  accomplished  great  and  enduring 
benefit  to  the  profession. 


Consistency. — A  decision  of  the  New 
York  State  Medical  Society  on  a  much 
mooted  point  in  medical  science  was  re- 
ceived with  great  eclat  by  certain  members 
of  the  medical  press.  The  scientific  alien- 
ists of  the  country  were  told  that  the  medi- 
cal profession  of  the  Empire  State  had 
spoken,  and  that  they  should  immediately 
give  way.  Many  editors  of  journals  in- 
formed the  world  that  this  well-timed 
action  of  the  New  York  Society  only  carried 
out  what  they  had  been  teaching  for  a  long 
time.  This  was  before  the  resolution  about 
consultations  became  generally  known. 
Upon  the  full  bearing  of  this  resolution 
being  perceived  the  tone  of  these  journals 
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strangely  changed.  The  Medical  Society 
of  New  York  State  became  merely  a  "small 
collection  of  fifty  doctors,"  which  assumed 
U)  ictate  to  Hfty-nine  thousand  od  d  physi- 
cians of  the  United  States.  This  shows 
what  in  the  eyes  of  many  medical  journal- 
ists is  the  function  of  the  State  Societies. 
They  are  not  for  the  purpose  of  fostering 
medical  science,  but  to  develop  and  en- 
large codes  of  ethics  until  they  become  like 
the  blue  laws  of  Connecticut,  burdensome 
alike  to  the  law  enforcer  and  the  law 
breaker.  It  is  the  function  of  State  So- 
cieties to  decide  all  scientific  questions  by 
a  unanimous  vote  without  discussion,  and 
to  devote  their  whole  attention  to  disci- 
plining members.  This  is  the  ideal  medi- 
cal society. 

Spinal  Accessory  Section  in  Torti- 
collis.— M.  Tillaux  (Cincinnati  Lancet  and 
Clinic)  read  a  paper  with  this  title  before 
the  Paris  Academy  of  Medicine.  The  pa- 
tient was  a  woman  aged  32  years,  who  had 
been  under  the  care  of  M.  Desnos,  and  who 
had  diagnosticated  a  functional  spasm  of 
the  sterno-cleido-mastoid  muscle.  As  soon 
as  the  head  of  the  patient  was  not  held,  it 
was  turned  towards  the  right  shoulder  with 
the  chin  towards  the  left.  The  patient 
could  easily  replace  the  head  in  the  normal 
position  and  hold  it  there  with  her  hands 
at  the  same  time  the  pain  with  which  the 
turning  of  the  head  was  accompanied,  dis- 
appeared on  the  operation's  performance. 


A  Model  Asylum. — Recent  investiga- 
tion of  the  State  Asylum  for  Insane  Emi- 
grants on  Ward's  Island,  New  York,  which 
is  one  of  the  institutions  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Commissioner  in  Lun- 
acy (American  Journal  of  Neurology  and 
Psychiatry,  February,  1883),  revealed  a 
very  anomalous  condition  of  affairs.  It 
seems  that  the  investigation  was  the  result 
of  an  internecine  disturbance,  the  matron 
intriguing  against  the  asylum  fihysician, 
who  had  reprimanded  some  of  her  favor- 
ites for  neglect  of  duty.  In  this  instance, 
fortunately,  the   dictates  of  humanity  and 


common  sense  triumphed  over  the  political 
influences  which  have  so  often  defeated 
the  true  purposes  of  similar  investigations; 
the  physii;ian  was  sustained,  and  the  mat- 
ron dismissed.  The  worst  feature  exposed 
was  the  fact  that  a  relative  of  one  of  the 
officials  had  had  a  key  of  the  female  wards, 
paid  frequent  nightly  visits,  and  that  this 
privilege  culminated  in  the  adoption  of  the 
"increase  and  multiply"  principle  on  the 
part  of  several  of  the  irresponsible  patients. 


Sterility  in  Bovine  Tavins. — It  has 
been  observed  (Atlanta  Medical  Register) 
that  when  one  of  the  twins  is  male  and  the 
other  female,  the  latter  is  always  sterile; 
there  being  a  malformation  of  the  genera- 
tive organs.  The  question  has  been  asked, 
whether  the  same  condition  of  affairs  has 
been  noted  in  the  human  race,  under  similar 
conditions.  Tlie  therapeutical  editor  of  the 
Review  can  answer  this  question  in  the 
negative  so  far  as  his  experience  goes.  For 
the  three  such  cases  of  which  he  has  cog- 
nizance are  all  fertile,  but  of  the  possibility 
of  a  human  being  a  "  free  martin,"  as  this 
class  of  beings  is  called,  there  would  seem 
to  be  but  little  doubt. 


Treatment  of  Bullet- Wounds: —  In 
a  report  made  to  the  Societe  de  Chirurgie 
relative  to  fractures  by  pistol  balls,  (Cin- 
cinnati Lancet  and  Clinic),  Dr.Verneuil  de- 
clares that  for  ten  years  he  has  always  ab- 
stained from  intervention  in  wounds  and 
fractures  produced  by  firearms,  and  he  has 
always  been  fortunate  in  this  abstension. 
He  is  altogether  of  the  opinion  of  those 
who  think  that  the  part  in  which  the 
wound  or  fracture  is  situated  should  be 
immobilized  as  far  as  possible,  and  no  at- 
tempt made  to  find  the  missile.  In  re 
gions  where  this  immobilization  can  not  be 
affected  in  a  perfect  manner,  as  in  the 
chest  or  abdomen  he  applies  upon  the 
wound  a  bit  of  coUodionized  gause,  and 
surrounds  the  region  with  a  bandage  agree- 
ably tightened.  Drs.  LeDentu,  and  Chau- 
vel,  expressed  similar  views.

Supernumerary  Fingers  axd  Toes. — 
Dr.  Clement  Lucas  (Guy's  Hospital  Re- 
ports) has  recently  reported  the  history  of 
a  family  where  this  abnormality  was  trace- 
able for  five  generations  back  to  the  great- 
great-grandmother  of  the  man  whose  clul- 
dren  were  brought  for  treatment.  The 
tendency  was  transmitted  through  males 
and  females,  to  tweiity-four  out  of  eighty  of 
the  descendants  of   the  frreat-jrreat-graitd-

mother  of  this  man. 


The  Eyes  in  Hystero-Epilepsy. — In  a 
late  communication  Dr.  F6re  (Louisville 
Medical  News)  mentioned  some  facts  con- 
cerning various  phenomena  ol>servable  in 
the  eyes  of  hystero-epileptics.  Pressure  on 
the  ovaries,  he  says,  modifies  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  pupil  materially.  As  a  result 
of  numerous  observations  he  found  that 
whenever  the  field  of  vision  is  permanently 
lessened,  or  when  the  patient  is  color-blind, 
there  will  also  be  absence  of  sensibility  in 
the  conjunctiva  and  in  the  cornea. 


Oophorectomy  in  Intermenstrual 
Pain. — An  interesting  and  instructive  case 
is  recorded  by  Fehling  (Archiv  fUr  Gyna- 
kologie.)  The  patient  was  aged  thirty-one, 
married  for  eight  years,  but  sterile.  Men- 
struation was  painless,  but  the  patient  suf- 
fered from  severe  pain,  which  came  on 
from  fourteen  to  sixteen  days  after  one 
menstrual  period,  and  lasted  till  three  days 
before  the  beginning  of  the  next.  The 
cervix  uteri  had  been  incised  and  dilated, 
the  uterus  had  been  depleted,  the  patient 
had  tried  one  of  the  bath  cures,  but  with- 
out benefit.  She  had  had  an  attack  of 
scarlet  fever,  during  which  the  pain  was 
connected  with  the  maturation  of  Graafian 
follicles,  and  therefore  spaying  was  advised, 
Dr.  Hegar  concurring  with  Dr.  Fehling. 
The  operation  was  performed  in  June,  1880, 
both  ovaries  being  completely  removed. 
The  patient  recovered.  The  ovaries  pos- 
sess an  unusually  tough  and  hard  tunica 
albuffinea,  and  the  number  of  follicles  was 
unusually  small;  but  macroscopic  an<l    mi- 


croscopic examination  failed  to  detect  any- 
thing else  abnormal  about  them.  The 
patient  left  the  hospital  four  weeks  after 
the  operation,  and  remained  well  for  six  or 
eight  weeks  later.  Then  the  pains  began 
to  return,  and  soon  became  as  bad  as  ever. 
Hiiimorrhage  similar  to  that  of  menstruation 
also  recurred.  The  jjatient,  therefore,  was 
not  benefited  by  losing  \uir  ovaries.  This 
CJise  shows  the  necessity  for  caution  before 
assuming  that  benefit  immediately  follow- 
ing extirpation  of  the  ovaries  will  be  per- 
manent. Only  in  cases  which  have  been 
watched  for  a  long  time  can  it  be  safely 
said  whether  they  have  been  cured  or  not. 


Localized  Segmental  Cardiac  Disti  r- 
bance. — A  curious  question  in  the  path- 
ology of  the  heart  is  the  possible  occur- 
rence of  functional  disturbance  localized  in 
one  of  its  chambers.  Dr.  Lukjanow,  St. 
Petersburg,  (Lancet,  December  2-1,  1881,) 
has  obtained  evidence  that  functional*dis- 
turbance  may  affect  the  upper  or  lower 
halves  of  the  heart.  Asychronism  is  more 
readily  produced  in  the  auricles  than  it  is 
in  the  ventricles. 


Anatomical  Terms  and  the  Medical 
Record. — The  Medical  Record  is  bound  to 
get  cerebral  anatomical  terms  wrong  some- 
how. In  an  earlier  issue  it  speaks  of  a 
Fissure  of  Calcarini;  a  correspondent  cor- 
recting this  misnomer  and  writing  gene- 
rally with  reference  to  the  cortex  of  the 
fissure  calcarina,  the  editor  of  the  Record 
supplies  the  letter  with  the  heading,  ''The 
Fissure  of  the  Cortex  Calcarina." 


Vac<  I  nation  a  Cause  op  Insanity. — 
The  enemies  of  vaccination  can  find  some 
comfort  in  the  following  case  reported  by  a 
local  paper.  A  teacher  in  one  of  the  New 
Jersey  puV)lic  schools,  has  gone  crazy  from 
beincr  vaccinated  with  virus  taken  from  the 
arm  of  a  man  who  was  subject  to  frequent 
attacks  of  temporary  insanity.  The  as- 
signed cause  was  not  more  absurd  than 
those  often  given  by  Illinois  lunacy    juries. 
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Acute  Pneumonia  in  India. — Accord- 
ing to  Surgeon  Deakey  (Indian  Medical 
Gazette),  pneumonia  frequently  occurs 
among  the  natives  of  India  of  an  asthenic 
and  latent  tj-pe,  and  is  particularly  intract- 
able to  treatment.  He  has  been  led  to 
employ  belladonna  in  siu;h  oases,  and  has 
had  good  results  from  its  use.  He  attaches 
much  importance  to  the  regular  action  of 
the  bowels  during  administration  of  the 
belladonna,  and  gives  magnesium  sulphate 
in  addition  to  potassium  bromide  or  iodide. 
The  combination  of  iron  with  belladonna 
also  tends  to  induce  a  proper  action  of  the 
bowels.  If  there  is  much  muco-purulent 
expectoration,  it  is  advisable  to  give  an 
ipecacuanha  emetic  before  commencing  the 
belladonna  treatment. 


Insanity  from  Drugs. — Members  of 
the  medical  profession,  especially  those 
havins:  had  dealino^s  with  the  insane,  are 
earnestly  requested  to  answer  the  following 
questions,  fully,  yet  concisely.  The  subject 
is  one  of  so  much  importance,  medico-le- 
gally,  and  otherwise,  and  so  very  little  is 
to  be  found  upon  it  in  works  on  insanit}'^, 
that  it  merits  the  attention  asked  for  it: 
First:  Hav.e  you  ever  seeo  any  cases  of 
insanity,  temporary  or  permanent,  or  any 
deviation  from  the  normal,  mental  or  moral 
state  that  could  be  traced  directly  to 
the  use  of  a  single  large  dose,  or  the  con- 
tinued use  of  opium,  or  any  of  its  prepa- 
rations or  alkaloids?  Second:  Of  what 
type  was  such  insanity?  Give  symptoms. 
Third:  State  patient's  age,  sex,  civil  condi- 
tion, and  occupation.  Fourth:  What  was 
its  duration  and  result?  Fifth:  State  color 
of  patient's  hair,  eyes,  and  complexion. 
Sixth:  Was  there  any  hereditary  tendency 
to  insanity,  or  any  history  of  alcoholism, 
grave  nervous  disease,  or  any  drug  habit 
in  the  patient's  ancestors?  Seventh:  What 
amount  of  the  drug  was  used,  and  for  how 
long  a  time?  Eighth:  What  line  of  treat- 
ment was  pursued?  Ninth:  Please  answer 
the  same  questions  regarding  the  use  of 
chloral  hydrate.     Tenth:  Please  answer  the 


same  questions  regarding  the  use  of  bro- 
mide of  potassium,  or  any  other  drugs.

Iodide  of  Potassium  in  Frontal  Head- 
ache.—Dr.  Haley  calls  attention  (Australian 
Medical  Journal)  to  the  powerful  effect  of 
small  doses  of  potassium  iodide  in  frontal 
headache.  According  to  him  a  heavy,  dull 
headache  situated  over  the  brows  and  ac- 
companied by  langour,  chilliness,  general 
discomfort  and  a  feeling  of  distaste  for  food, 
almost  amounting  to  a  nausea,  can  be  com- 
pletely removed  in  ten  minutes  by  a  two 
grain  dose  of  potassium  iodide  dissolved  in 
half  a  wMneglassful  of  water  quietly  sipped 
till  the  whole  is  consumed  in  ten  minutes. 
These  headaches  belong  apparently  to  the 
type  of  sympathetic  headaches. 


Poisoning  by  Cantharides.  —  Robin 
(Le  Progres  Medical,  November  26,  1881,) 
reports  the  following  case.  A  child,  seven 
years  and  a  half  old,  who  had  Pott's  disease, 
had  the  blisters  produced  by  an  actual  cau- 
tery dressed  with  cantharidian  cerate.  On 
several  occasions  the  child  had  pain  in  the 
abdomen  and  loins,  nausea  and  constipa- 
tion, and  strangury.  Diagnoses  were  made 
varying  from  amyloid  renal  degeneration 
to  vesical  neuralgia  and  even  to  compres- 
sion myelitis.  There  was  marked  increase 
of  the  phosphates  and  corresponding  dimin- 
ution of  the  chlorides  during  the  attack. 
Intense  albuminuria  preceded  the  attack 
by  some  hours,  increased  during  them  and 
disappeared  on  their  cessation.  The  cerate 
dressings  were  suspected,  and  on  their  re- 
moval the  attacks  ceased,  to  return  on  their 
reapplication.  These  results  are  much  more 
frequent  after  the  use  of  cantharides  than 
Robin  seems  to  think. 
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WiTCHCEAKT  AND  Insanitv. — An  extra- 
ordinary case  of  superstition  is  reported  in 
London  papers.  The  wit'e  of  a  workinj^- 
man  in  Somersetshire  became  mentally 
affected,  and  was  removed  to  a  liuiatic 
asylum.  Immediately  before  her  departure 
it  was  stated  that  she  was  bewitched,  and 
the  following  mode  of  removing  the  spells 
was  proposed  to  her  husband.  First:  He 
must  stick  a  large  numl)er  of  pins  in  an 
animal's  heart,  which,  in  the  dead  of  night, 
was  to  he  roasted  before  a  quick  fire,  the 
revolutions  of  the  heart  to  be  as  regular  as 
possible.  After  roasting,  the  heart  was  to 
be  placed  in  the  chimney  and  left  there, 
the  belief  being  that,  as  the  heart  rotted 
awav,  so  would  the  heart  of  the  witch  rot, 
and  the  bewitched  would  be  released  from 
the  power  of  her  enemy.  It  is  said  that 
not  a  few  persons  in  the  neighborhood  are 
firm  believers  in  witchcraft.  A.  similar 
method  of  curing  insanity  is  reported  by 
Bucknill  and  Tuke  in  their  volume  on 
Psychological  Medicine. 


Admixistkatiox  of  Chloroform. — Dr. 
Gosselin  (Bulletin  Gen6rale  de  Therapeu- 
tique  Medicale  et  Chirui-gicale,  March  10, 
1882),  claims  that  the  administration  of 
even  impure  chloroform  is  not  necessarily 
attended  by  serious  results,  if  the  same  be 
properly  performed.  There  are  according 
to  Dr.  Gosselin,  three  principal  methods  of 
administering  chloroform.  First:  The  an- 
iBSthetic  may  be  given  in  small  quantities 
at  a  time,  but  continuously.  This  is  the 
method  usually  adopted  in  delivery.  Sen- 
sibilitv  is  inhibited  without  agitation,  but 
also  without  complete  slumber.  Second: 
The  druor  mav  be  administered  in  great 
abundance  and  continuously.  Performed 
experimentally  on  an  animal,  this  system 
of  administration  often  results  in  death. 
Chloroform  may  finally  be  given  in  pro- 
arressive  doses,  and  intermittentlv.  This  is 
the  favorite  method  of  Dr.  Gosselin.  He 
allows  the  patient  to  take  one  hundred  and 
thirteen  inspirations  of  chloroform  and 
twenty-eight   of  pure    air,    divided  as  fol- 


ows:  Six  inspirations  of  chloroform  and 
two  inspirations  of  pure  air;  then  seven 
inspirations  of  chloroform  anil  two  inspira- 
tions of  pure  air;  then  four  periods  of 
eight  inspirations  each  of  chloroform,  alter- 
nated by  four  periods  of  two  inspirations 
each  of  pure  air;  then  six  periods  of  ten 
inspirations  of  chloroform  alternated  by 
six  periods  of  two  inspirations  each  of  pure 
air;  then  two  periods  of  four  inspirations 
each  of  chlorolorm  alternated  with  two 
periotls  of  two  inspirations  each  of  pure 
air  Thus  administered,  chloroform  has  no 
tendency  to  produce  si'rious  results.  At 
the  discussion.  Dr.  Labb^  coincided  with 
Dr.  Gosselin,  but  Dr.  Vernouil  ludd  that 
the  an:esthetic  itself  had  often  produced 
death  independently  of  its  purity  and  mode 
of  administration,  and  that  Dr.  Gosselin's 
doctrine  was  dangerous. 


SUSCBPTIIULITY     OF     THE     UtERUS. Dr. 

Verneuil  (Maryland  Medical  .lournal)  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  although  the  ute- 
rus can  generally  be  subjected  with  impu- 
nity to  the  most  varied  operations,  there 
are  certain  women  in  whom  a  peculiar  sus- 
ceptibility exists,  and  the  most  insignificant 
operations  lead  to  grave  accidents.  A  fatal 
peritonitis  has  been  known  to  ensue  from 
the  vaorinal  touch'alone.  Dr.  Verneuil  cites 
two  cases  of  death  in  women  the  subjects 
of  cancer  of  the  uterus;  in  one  an  applica- 
tion of  perchloride  of  iron  had  been  made, 
in  the  other  the  part  had  been  lightly 
touched  with  chromic  acid  in  order  to  check 
fungous  projections.  After  the  most  simple 
surjrical  interference  with  the  uterus  it  is, 
therefore,  best  to  take  minute  precautions 
to  avoid  these  possible  accidents. 


Ax  Old  Physician. — Dr.  Karl  Freid- 
reich,  He?isinger,  Germany,  (Medical  Re- 
cord, April  lo,  188'2,)  has  just  celebrated 
his  ninetieth  birthday  and  the  seventieth 
year  of  his  practice  as  a  physician. 


Du.   Erskine  Mason,  a  well-known  New 
York  surgeon,  died  April  ])],  1882. 
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Goitre  is  not  an  affection,  peculiar  to 
man  alone,  (Cincinnati  Lancet  and  Clinic). 
M.  Adara  veterinary  surgeon,  at  Augsburg, 
has  remarked  that  after  staving  a  certain 
length  of  time  in  that  city  a  number  of 
horses  were  attacked  with  goitre;  there  are 
only  a  certain  number  of  stables  where 
goitre  shows  itself,  all  situated  at  the  East 
of  the  city.  It  is  impossible  to  determine 
the  cause  of  it.  Goitre  is  not  rare  with 
the  dogs  of  Augsburg,  and  is  unusually  fre- 
quent with  the  inhabitants  of  that  city.  Up 
to  the  present  time  goitre  has  scarcely 
been  noticed  amongst  animals,  and  every- 
where veterinary  surgeons  have  observed 
it  almost  as  frequently  in  those  countries 
where  it  does  not  affect  man,  as  in  those 
where  it  does.  In  most  of  the  valleys  of 
the  Alps,  Pyrenees,  Vosges,  etc.,  where  it 
is  rare  to  meet  with  a  native  who  has  not 
had  a  tendency  to  goitre,  the  animals  have 
not  had  the  least  trace  of  goitre.  Some 
coincident  cases,  however,  have  been  no- 
ticed in  Isere  with  cattle,  in  Savoy  with 
horses  and  in  Switzerland  with  dogs,  also 
with  the  goats  in  the  valleys  of  the  Hima- 
layas. The  facts  related  by  M.  Adam 
added  to  these  do  not  add  any  knowledge 
as  to  the  etiology  of  goitre. 


Winter  Eczema. — There  appears  to  be 
something  in  winter  climates  to  cause  in 
many  persons  a  troublesome  itching  of  the 
skin.  This  itching  abates  or  disapp^^ars 
during  mild  and  moist  weather,  but  recurs 
with  cold,  dry  clearing  up  weather.  Light 
at  first  it  is  apt  to  become  very  trouble- 
some, especially  upon  undressing,  and 
through  the  night.  At  this  stage  vigor- 
ous scratching  becomes  irresistible,  and 
then  the  surfaces  are  abraded,  red  and 
papular  with  an  exudation  which  becomes 
copious,  drying  in  crusts  on  some  parts, 
but  presenting  open  ulcerative  patches  on 
others.  In  this  stage,  itching  is  replaced 
by  soreness,  and  the  tendency  becomes 
worse  instead  of  better.  From  a  consider- 
ation of  the  climatic  conditions  which  start 
and  keep  up  this  affection  in  persons  other-  ' 


wise  in  good  health,  there  was  an  indica- 
tion for  some  agency  which  would  keep  the 
skin  in  dry,  cold  weather,  as  in  mild  moist 
weather.  This  would  be  accomplished  by 
a  proper  use  of  glycerine.  An  effective 
astringent  like  tannic  acid  is  also  indicated 
to  correct  the  tendency  to  exudation;  a 
moderate  stimulation  of  the  surface  may 
take  the  place  of  the  scratching,  and  for 
such  indications,  such  a  solution  as  this  will 
serve:  (Ephemeris  of  Materia  Medica  and; 
Pharmacy),  Tannic  acid  forty  grains  gly- 
cerine and  alcohol,  each  half  a  fluid  ounce; 
water  sufficient  to  make  four  fluid  ounces. 
This  solution  applied  by  means  of  a  small 
sponge  morning  and  evening,  will  in  a 
large  proportion  of  cases  abort  the  affec- 
tion. The  itching  will  be  reduced  or  cease 
altogether,  and  as  the  other  stages  arise 
from  the  scratching  they  will  fail  to  recur. 
If  the  affection  has  gone  on  to  the  stage  of 
irritation  and  exudation  before  the  solution 
is  used,  the  solution  may  be  found  too 
strong.  If  diluted  with  an  equal  volume 
of  water  for  a  time,  until  the  irritation  is 
less,  it  will  better  serve  the  purpose,  but 
after  this  the  full  strength  should  be  re- 
sumed. When  once  the  affection  is  curable 
in  this  way,  it  should  never  be  allowed  to 
go  beyond  the  itching  stage  before  the 
remedy  is  applied.  The  disease  is  apt  to 
recur  at  the  beffinnino:  of  the  next  winter. 
The  solution  does  not  keep  indefinitely  and 
should  be  freshly  made  for  e«ch  attack. 


Insanity'  from  Lead  Poisoning. — Dr. 
J.  F.  Goodhart  (British  Medical  Journal, 
April  1,  1882.)  after  a  careful  study  of 
four  cases  of  insanity  produced  by  lead 
poisoning  endorses  the  conclusions  arrived 
at  by  Savage,  Rayiicr,  and  Kiernan,  and  be- 
lieves that  the  sequence  of  events  is  as  fol- 
lows: Introduction  of  the  lead;  vascular 
tension;  arterial  spasm  followed  by  con- 
vulsions or  mania  leading  to  permanently 
impaired  nutrition  of  the  brain  by  reason  of 
permanent  spasm  of  the  cerebral  arteries 
from  which  progressive  paresis  not  infre- 
quently results  after  a  certain  time. 
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Nerve  Stketching. — Dr.  W.  J.  Morton 
(Journal  of  Nervous  and  Mental  Disease, 
January,  1882,)  has  recently  performed 
nerve  stretching  in  cases  of  spastic  spinal 
paralysis,  athetosis,  reflex  epilepsy,  chronic 
transverse  myelitis,  sciatica,  and  paralysis 
agitans.  The  nerve  stretched  in  the  case 
of  athetosis  was  the  median,  the  re 
suits  were  satisfactory,  as  the  hand  remained 
at  rest  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
case.  The  right  and  left  sciatics  were 
stretched  in  the  case  of  spastic  spinal  para- 
lysis with  the  result  of  restoring  to  their 
normal  condition  the  gait  and  the  patellar 
reflexes.  In  the  paralysis  agitans  case  the 
left  sciatic  nerve  was  stretched  in  order  to 
•effect  the  left  leg,  which  was  most  influ- 
enced by  the  disease.  The  result  was 
marked  improvement  in  the  control  of  the 
leg.  The  case  of  epilepsy  was  one  of  those 
cases  of  unstable  nervous  equilibrium  in 
which  convulsions  were  occasioned  by  any 
unusual  sensation  on  the  right  side  of  the 
neck  or  shoulder.  The  patient  had  an 
aura  proceeding  at  times  from  the  inguinal 
region,  and  at  times  from  the  region  of  tfie 
anterior  thoracic  nerve.  The  median, 
ulnar  and  internal  cutaneous  nerves  were 
stretched  with  the  result  of  diminishinor  the 
tendency  to  epileptic  attacks.  Marked 
improvement  also  followed  the  stretching 
of  the  right  and  left  sciatic  nerves.  The 
case  of  sciatica  was  also  "  improved." 


How  much  of  the  results  of  nerve 
stretching  in  these  cases  was  due  to  the 
mental  influence  of  the  operation  cannot 
be  determined,  but  that  this  is  enormous  is 
shown  by  the  effects  of  a  pretended  opera- 
tion of  nerve  stretching,  by  an  irregular 
practitioner,  in  a  case  of  multiple  cerebro- 
spinal sclerosis.  In  this  case,  which  came 
under  the  observation  of  the  therapeutical 
editor,  the  efi'ect  of  the  pretended  operation 
has  been  to  suspend  the  movement  of 
the  patient's  arms  so  much  as  to  enable  him 
to  work  as  a  laborer,  a  thing  he  has  been 
unable  to  do  for  years.      The  symptoms 


were  pathognomonic  of  the  disease.  The 
nerve  said  to  have  been  stretched  was  the 
posterior  cord  of  the  brachial  plexus,  but 
there  were  very  clear  surgical  reasons  for 
believing  that  this  had  not  been  done  there- 
fore it  seems  that  there  must  be  many 
elements  of  error  in  most  of  the  benefits 
claimed  for  nerve  stretching.  That  the 
operation  may  be  of  benefit  there  can  be 
no  tloubt,  but  as  has  been  shown  by  Bill- 
roth, Benedikt  and  Langenbeck  it  may 
lead  to  very  untoward  results. 


Ix  justice  to  Dr.  Morton  as  showing  that 
he  recognizes  the  danijers  of  the  operation 
the  following  conclusions  should  be  quoted: 
First:  Moderate  stretching  of  the  nerve 
produces  merely  a  temporary  motor  para- 
lysis, easily  recovered  from  and  u  very 
considerable  paralysis  of  sensation  likewise 
easily  recovered  from.  Second:  Severe 
stretching  produces  a  marked  motor  para- 
lysis of  long  continuance,  and  a  tolerably 
complete  paralysis  of  sensation,  much  more 
quickly  recovered  from  than  the  motor 
paralysis.  Spasm  cases  should  therefore 
have  the  nerve  stretched  vigorously.  Third: 
Profound  cutaneous  anaesthesia  may  be  re- 
moved for  months,  perhaps,  permanently. 
Fourth:  He  has  been  unable  to  observe 
that  the  loss  of  sensibility  is  greater  and 
more  persistent  than  the  loss  of  motion;  in 
his  experience  the  opposite  is  the  case. 


Scarlatina  Complicating  Typhus. — 
For  typhus  to  be  complicated  by  any  of  the 
other  exanthemata  is  somewhat  excep- 
tional. Special  interest  therefore  attaches 
to  the  two  cases  reported  by  Dr.  John  S. 
Main,  Charlton  Union  Hospital,  Manches- 
ter, England  (British  Medical  Journal, 
March  25,  18^2),  in  which  typhus  fever  ran 
a  very  erratic  course.  Desquamation  made 
its  appearance  accompanied  by  a  strawberry 
tongue  during  an  unusually  protracted  con- 
valescence. Similar  cases  were  observed 
in  the  Riverside  Hospital,  Blackwell's 
Island,  New  Y"rk,  during  the  two  typhus 
epidemics  of  1881. 
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Iodoform  ix  GTX.KroLOOY. — Dr.  Frank 
P.    Foster    (New    York    Medical    Journal, 
March,  1883,)  discusses  the  use  of  iodoform 
in    gynjccological    practice,    especially    in 
pelvic  peritonitis  and  cellulitis  of  a  chronic 
form.     The  cases  are  classified  according-  to 
the  abnormalities  ascertained  to  be  present: 
First:    Cases  in  which  inflammatory  action 
was  supposed  to  exist,  or  to  have  existed, 
but  in  which  the  uterus  was  freely  mov- 
able without  pain.    Second:  Cases  in  which 
the  mobility  of  the  uterus  was  but  slightly 
if  at  all  impaired,  but  in  which  motion  of 
the  organ   was  painful.     Third:   Impaired 
mobilitv  of  the  uterus,   with  little    or    no 
pain  on  moving  it.      Fourth:    Mobility  of 
the  uterus  decidedly   impaired,   with  pain 
on    moving    it.       Fifth:    Uterus   nearly  or 
quite  immovable,  with  little  or  no  pain  on 
attempting    to    move    it.      Sixth:    Uterus 
nearly  or  quite  fixed,  -with  decided  pain  on 
attempting  to  move  it.     Seventh:  Cases  . 
palpable  inflammatory  deposit.     The  most 
prompt  and   satisfactory   results  were  ob- 
tained in  the  last  group  of  cases,  those  of 
palpable   pelvic    exudation.      Such    cases, 
however,    do     better,    according     to    the 
author's  experience,  under  the  more  usual 
methods  of  treatment  than  those  in   which 
the  exudation  is   not  capable  of  detection 
by  palpation,  but  is  inferred  to  be  present 
from  conditions   that  can  scarcely  be  ex- 
plained on  any  other  theorv. 

But,  while  such  is  the  case,  it  is  quite  as 
true,  he  remarks,  that  now  and  then  are  met 
with  bulky  exudations  which  prove  utterly 
rebellious  to  treatment.  A  good  deal  de- 
pends, no  doubt,upou  whether  the  deposit  is 
of  recent  or  of  remote  formation;  and  this 
question  it  is  not  always  easy  to  settle  in  the 
cases  of  patients  of  whose  past  history 
nothing  is  known  beyond  what  is  elicited 
by  questioning  them.  Taking  the  seven 
groups  together,  he  claims  that  the  patients 
progressed  more  satisfactorily,  on  the  whole, 
than  they  would  have  done  without  the  use 
of  iodoform.  It  is  true,  he  adds,  that  in 
the  great  majority  of  them  hot  water  vagi- 
nal injections  were  prescribed,  but  it  is  no 


less  a  moral  certainty  that  in  many  instances 
they  were  neglected  by  the  })atients.    Their 
proper  use  being  assured,  he  would  esteem 
the  three  great  remedies  for  chronic  extra- 
uterine pelvic  inflammation  in  the  foUow- 
•  ng    order:     First:     Hot    water.       Second: 
Iodoform.     Third:  Galvanism.     As  to  the 
best   method    of   using   iodoform  in    sucb 
cases,  his  preference  is  for  its  application 
to   the   upper   part  of   the   vagina,  and   he 
tampons  the  whole  vaginal  canal  with  wi ek- 
ing.     This   prevents  the   application  from 
being  washed  away  with  the  discharge,  and 
the  tampon  is  often  of  great  service  by  its 
mechanical   action,   steadying    the    uterus^ 
sometimes  exerting  a  gentle  even   disten- 
sion upon  the  deposit,  and  perhaps  inducing 
„ muscular  contraction.     These  tampons  are 
Imost  always  borne  without  pain  or   dis- 
comfort, and,  from  the  fact  that  iodoform  is 
analgesic  and  antiseptic,  they  may  be   re- 
ained  for  several  days.     He  usually,  how- 
ever, directs  their  removal   at  the  end  of 
thirty-six  hours.      Not  the  least    of   their 
merits  is  that  they  effectually  shut  in  the 
abominable  odor  of  the  drug.     Used  in  this 
way,  he  has  never  known  iodoform  to- be- 
tray  the  patient  by  its  odor,  although  itg 
taste  is  sometimes  complained  of  immedi- 
ately, showing  that  the  substance  makes  its 
way  into  the  uterine  canal,  or  else  is  ab- 
orbed  by  the  vagina  more  promptly  than 
is  expected  in  the  case  of  medicaments  in- 
troduced into  the  vagina.     For  occasional 
use,  as  an  anodyne;  in  acute  cases,  in  which 
the  patients  are  not   likely    to   be    asked 
embarrassing  questions  by  strangers,  and  in 
which,  as  well  as  in  cases  of  vulvar  hyper- 
iesthesia,  it  is  an  object  to  avoid  meddling 
with  the  genital  canal;    also  with  patients 
who  cannot  have  continuous  treatment  by 
the;  physician  himself,  the  employment  of 
rectal  suppositories  is  a  valuable  resource. 


SusPENSiox  IN  Therapeutics.  —  The 
Medical  andSurgical  Reporter  asks:  "Should 
sick  men  be  hung"?  Gaillard's  Journal  re- 
plies: "Only  sometimes,  but  it  should  not 
be  routine  practice." 
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Dangers  from  Bisml'Th. —  A  woman 
dii-d  at  the  hospital  at  Modena,  on  March 
2,  1881,  (Gazetta  Meilica  Ituliana,  Septem- 
ber, 1881,)  from  gastric  cancer.  On  tlie 
post  mortem  the  stomach,  which  was  of 
normal  size,  was  found  to  be  tilled  with  a 
pultaceous  grey  semi-solid  mass  forming  a 
cast  of  the  cavity.  This  mass  was  found  to 
be  composed  of  half  a  kiloi^r.imnie  of  oxide 
of  bismuth  agglutinated  with  mucus.  As 
the  patient  had  not  taken  any  l)isrnuth  in 
the  hospital  during  her  twt)  months'  resi- 
dence, she  must  liavt;  carried  this  mass  in 
in  her  stomach  for  more  than  two  months. 


YeRBA  RlIElM.V  IX  GoNORRiiceA. — It 
has  been  claimed  that  this  plant  (Canadian 
Pharmaceutical  Journal,  April,  1882),  has 
inall  catarrhaldisc  la  gi  ^  om  mucoussur- 
faces,  been  found  of  value.  x\fter  t  he  subsi- 
dence of  the  acute  stage  of  gonorrhea,  free 
injections  of  two  ounces  of  the  fluid  extract 
to  a  pint  of  water  are  claimed  to  yield 
very  good  results.  This  plant  is  claimed  to 
contain  an  unusual  quantity  of  sodium 
chloride,  but  this  can  have  but  slight  influ- 
ence in  producing  the  therapeutic  properties 
which  have  been  claimed  for  it. 


Physiology  a  Physical  Sciexce. — Dr. 
T.  H.  Huxley  (Popular  Science  Monthly, 
October,  1881,)  says  concerning  this: 
"Those  who  are  conversant  with  the  pre- 
sent state  of  biology  will  hardly  hesitate  to 
admit  that  the  conception  of  the  life  of  one 
of  the  higher  animals  as  the  summation  of 
the  lives  of  a  cell  aggregate,  brought  into 
harmonious  action  by  a  coordinative  ma- 
chinery formed  by  some  of  these  cells, 
constitutes  a  permanent  acquisition  of  phy- 
siological science.  But  the  last  form  of 
the  battle  between  the  animistic  and  the 
physical  views  of  life  is  seen  in  the  con- 
tention whether  the  physical  analysis  of 
vital  phenomena  can  be  carried  beyond 
this  point  or  not.  There  are  some  to  whom 
living  protoplasm  is  a  substance  even  such 
as  Harvey  conceived  the  blood  to  be,  '  sum- 
ma  cum  providentia  et  intellectu  in  finem 


certum  agcns,  quasi  ratiocinio  quodam'; 
and  who  look,  with  as  little  favor  as  Bichat 
did,  upon  any  attempt  to  apply  the  princi- 
ples and  the  methods  of  physics  anil  chem- 
istry t(»  the  investigation  of  the  vital  i)ro- 
ct'sses  of  growth,  mutal)olism,  anil  co  itrac- 
tility.  They  stand  iq)on  the  ancient  ways; 
only,  in  accordance  witli  tiiat  progress 
toward  democracy  which  a  great  political 
writer  has  declared  to  be  the  fatal  charac- 
teristic of  moilern  times,  they  substitute  a 
re|)ublic  formed  by  a  few  billion  'animuhe' 
for  the  monarchy  of  the  all-[>ervading 
•  anima.'  Others,  on  the  contrary,  supported 
by  a  robust  faith  in  the  universal  applica- 
bility of  the  principles  laid  down  by  Des- 
cartes, and  seeing  that  the  actions  called 
'vital'  are,  so  far  as  there  is  any  means  of 
knowing,  nothing  but  changes  of  place  of 
particles  of  matter,  look  to  molecular  phy- 
sics to  achieve  the  analysis  of  the  living 
protoplasm  itself  into  a  molecular  mechan- 
ism. If  there  is  any  truth  in  the  received 
doctrines  of  physics,  that  contrast  between 
living  and  inert  matter,  on  which  Bichat 
lays  so  much  stress,  does  not  exist.  In 
nature,  nothing  is  at  rest,  nothing  is  amor- 
phous; the  simplest  particle  of  that  which 
men  in  their  blindness  are  pleased  to  call 
'brute  matter'  is  a  vast  aggregate  of  mo- 
lecular mechanisms,  performing  compli- 
cated movements  of  immense  rapidity  and 
sensitively  adjusting  themselves  to  every 
charige  in  the  surrounding  world.  Living 
matter  differs  from  other  matter  in  degree 
and  not  in  kind;  the  microcosm  repeats  the 
macrocosm;  and  one  chain  of  causation 
connects  the  nebulous  original  of  suns  and 
planetary  systems  with  tht»  protoplasmic 
foundation  of  life  and  or>xaiii/,ation." 


RuFiGALLic  Acid  in  Psoriasis. — Dr. 
Lang,  Inspruck,  Germany,  (Edinburgh 
Medical  Journal,  April,  1882,)  claims  that 
this  acid  used  in  a  salve  of  one  part  of  the 
acid  to  ten  of  the  ointment,  is  an  efficient 
remedy  in  psoriasis.  This  disease  has 
hitherto  been  found  rather  intractable  and 
subject  to  frequent  remissions. 
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Stretching  of  the  Infra-orbital 
Nerve. — Dr.  Coppez  (Annales  d'Oculis 
tiques,  February,  1882,)  has  succeeded  in 
curing  a  neuralgia  which  liad  hxsted  twenty 
years  by  stretc-hing  the  infra-orbital  nerve. 
The  neuralgia  had  been  periodic  for  fifteen 
years,  but  latterly  had  been  continuous. 
The  supra-orbital  was  also  affected.  Im- 
mediately subsequent  to  the  operation  the 
zone  between  the  nose  and  the  middle  of 
the  cheek,  the  half  of  the  upper  lip  and  the 
mucous  membrane  coveringr  it  was  com- 
pletely  anjesthetic.  The  sensibility  fully 
returned  within  five  davs.  Two  months 
have  elapsed  without  any  return  of  the  pain. 


Optic  Nerve  Reaction  to  Mechanical 
Irritation. — There  are  many  cases  to  be 
found  in  the  literature  in  which  although 
the  optic  nerve  was  functionally  active,  its 
section  was  not  followed  by  any  sensation 
of  light.  Schmidt-Rimpler  (Centralblatt 
fUr  die  Medicinischen  Wissenschaften,  No 
1,  1882,)  has  tried  to  obtain  a  specific  reac- 
tion by  pressing  over  the  stump  of  the  optic 
nerve  in  cases  where  the  eye  had  recently 
been  enucleated.  Out  of  six  cases  he  thus 
produced  light  flashes  in  two,  but  these 
flashes  were  produced  by  electrical  stimu- 
lation in  all,  whence  he  concludes  that  a 
specific  reaction  does  follow  mechanical 
irritation  if  properly  tested. 


Potassium  Iodide  and  Calomel  in 
Ocular  Therapeutics. — The  Archiv.  fUr 
Ophthalmologic  (Cincinnati  Lancet  and 
Clinic)  has  an  interesting  paper  on  this 
topic.  Various  authors  have  noticed  that 
bad  symptoms  were  sure  to  arise  if  calomel 
were  used  locally  on  the  conjunctiva  while 
the  patient  was  taking  iodide  of  potassium. 
In  every  case  a  violent  conjunctivitis  was 
set  up,  but  the  cause  of  the  inflammation 
remained  unknown.  Dr.  Schliifke  gave  to 
a  rabbit,  iodide  of  potassium  equal  to  one- 
seven  thousandth  part  of  its  weight,  and 
found  that  at  the  end  of  seven  minutes  he 
was  able  to  detect  this  salt  in  the  tears  by 


its  reaction   to   the   chloride  of  palladium. 
In  man  when  the  iodide  is  used  in  doses  of 
from  fifteen  to  thirty  grains  daily  it  cannot 
be  detected  in  the  tears  by  the  use  of  the 
salt  named,  but  if  a  little  calomel  be  placed 
in   the   cul-de-sac   of   such    an    individual 
there  is  provoked  a  violent  conjunctivitis 
limited  to  the  parts  upon  which  the  calomel 
has  betMi  placed,     It  is  very  easy  to  pro- 
duce  the  same  effect  in  rabbits  to  whom 
the  iodide  has  been  griven.     The  irritation 
is  caused  by  the  iodide  of  mercury  there 
produced.     Many  opinions  have  been  ad- 
vanced as  to  the  action  of  calomel  when 
dusted  in  the  eye.     Some  hold  that  there  is 
a  chemical  action,  others  that  the  effect  is 
purely  mechanical.      Clinical   observation 
seems  to  uphold  the   first  view,  for  inert 
powders   do  not  have   the  same  effect  as 
calomel.     Those  who  refuse  to  use  calomel 
say  a  chemical  change  points  to  its  insolu- 
bility,  but  Schliifke  has  shown  that   it  is 
sparingly  soluble  in  the  tears,  and  that  the 
proto-chloride  of  mercury  is  formed  rather 
thanthebi-chloride,  on  account  of  the  small 
quantity  of  chloride  of  sodium  in  the  tears. 


Fracture  of  the  Patella. — Dr.  Poinsot 
(Revue  de  Chirurgie,  January,  1882,)  comes 
to  the  following  conclusions  respecting  the 
treatment  of  fracture  of  the  patella:  First: 
The  joint  should  beammediately  punctured 
in  all  cases  where  there  is  much  effusion 
into  its  cavity;  subsequent  drainage  is  not 
necessary.  Second:  Subsequent  to  the 
puncture  and  where  coaptation  of  the  frag- 
ments is  with  difficulty  obtained,  Kocher's 
suture  of  the  patella  should  be  practiced. 
Third:  The  apparatus  should  be  frequently 
examined  while  articular  swelling  exists. 
Fourth:  An  apparatus  limiting  flexion 
should  be  worn  several  months  after  union 
has  taken  place.  Fifth:  Opening  of  the 
articulation,  with  osseous  sutures,  is  indi- 
cated in  cases  where  puncture  fails  to  re- 
move the  exudation.  Sixth:  It  is  also  in- 
dicated in  cases  where  an  excess  of  callus 
interferes  with  the  motion  of  the  joint,  and 
in  pseudarthroses. 
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CHICAGO    MEDICAL    SOCIETY. 

The  Chicago  Medical  Society  held  its 
31st  annual  meeting,  April  10,  1882.  The 
Secretary,  Dr.  L.  H.  Montgomery,  read  his 
report,  which  recapitulated  the  number  of 
meetings  held  during  the  year  just  closed, 
the  membership,  attendance  and  other  his- 
torical and  statistical  matters.  Treasurer, 
Dr.  E.F.  Ingal's  report  showed  receipts  and 
disbursements  as  follows:  Cash  on  hand, 
$156.32;  collections  during  the  year,  $328; 
total,  $484.32;  sundry  expenditures.  $123.- 
25;  leaving  a  balance  of  $301.07.  The 
Treasurer  having  reported  a  number  of 
members  owing  dues,  it  was  resolved  that 
all  members  two  years  in  arrears  requesting 
to  be  dropped  from  membership  be  expelled, 
and  that  notifica  ion  be  sent  to  the  delin- 
quents. The  election  of  officers  resulted 
as  follows:  President,  Dr.  J.  H.  Hollister; 
Vice-President,  Dr.  D.  W.Graham;  Secre- 
tary, Dr.  L.  H.  Montjromery,  re-elected; 
Dr.  E.  F.  Ingalls  was  re-elected  Treasurer. 
The  retiring  president.  Dr.  E.  Ingalls  made 
a  brief  valedictory  address  which  largely 
dealt  with  the  work  done  by  the  Society. 

The  April  16  meeting  of  the  Chicago 
Medical  Society  was  very  well  attended. 
Drs.  B.  R.  Van  Doozer,  N.  N.  Hurst,  and 
P.  Maull  were  elected  members  of  the  so- 
ciety. Dr.  J.  H.  Hollister  read  a  paper  on 
the  *'  Recent  Prevalence  of  Typhoid  Fever 
in  Chicago."  The  doctor  claimed  that  the 
commonly-accepted  theory  that  dirt  and 
filth  originated  typhoid  fever  was  erroneous. 
While  filth  and  dirt  no  doubt  intensified 
the  disease,  they  were  not  responsible  for 
it.  In  places  free  from  the  disease  it  only 
occurred  upon  an  introduction  of  the  spe- 
cific poison.  The  idea  that  the  fever  was 
spread  by  contact  was  an  error.  Typhus 
fever  was  thus  spread,  but  not  typhoid 
fever.  Typhoid  fever  was  developed  only 
from  miasma  from  outside  the  body.  What- 
ever the  material  was  that  developed  the 
disease  it  came  from  human  excrement  and 


was    communicated  to  the  system  through 
the  air  and  water,  the  poison  arising  gen- 
erally from  shallow  vaults  or  soiled  linen. 
This   poisoti    maintained   its  vitality  longer 
than  cholera  poison,  providing  the  surround- 
ings were  at  all  favorable.     It  was  neces- 
sary that    tlu'    poison   should  be  taken  in- 
wardly to  produce  the  disease,  and  the  air 
was    the    principal  vehicle  for  the  poison. 
Climatic   conditions  had  much  effect  upon 
the  pciison,  it  being    more    extensively  dif- 
fuseil    in   dry   weather.     He    has    observed 
that  in  this  city  the  greatest  mortality  frcjm 
the  disease  did  not  occur  when  the  temper- 
ature was  the  highest.     From    the    health 
department  be  had   secured  the   following 
data  which  ij-ave  an  excellent  idea  of  tl;e 
rise  and   decline  of  the  disease  during  the 
past   nine    months:       July,   1881,    deaths, 
twenty-three,average  temperature,  seventy- 
eight  degrees;  August,  deaths,  ninety-eight, 
average  temperature,  seventy-five  degrees; 
September,    deaths,  ninety-four,    average 
temperature,  sixty-nine  degrees;  October, 
deaths,  one  hundred  and  twenty-three,  av- 
erage temperature,  fifty  five  and  ninehun- 
dreths,  degrees;  November, deaths,  seven- 
ty-three, average  temperature,  thirty-nine 
degrees;    December,    deaths,     fifty-eight, 
average  temperature,  thirty-seven  degrees; 
January,  1882,  deaths,  sixty-two,  average 
temperature,  twenty-eight  degrees;  Febru- 
ary, deaths  thirty-nine,    average  tempera- 
ture, twenty-eight  degrees;   March,  deaths, 
twenty-five,  average  temperature  not  given. 
From    comparisons    with    reports    from 
other  large  cities  the  doctor  had  ascertained 
that  the  rise   and   decline  were    similar  in 
them.     It   was    noticeable    that    the   effect 
followed  the  cause  at  a  later   date   than   in 
cases  of  other  poisoning.     Out  of  one  hun- 
dred   cases    of  the    fever    treated    by    the 
doctor  at  the  county  hospital,   only  sixteen 
were  fatal;  but  he  could  not  tell  except  by 
comparison   how  many  cases   the  deaths  in 
the   city  represented.     He    had  been  con- 
sidering  the   existing  conditions  of  Chica- 
go, and   he  was   convinced  that  they  were 
such  as  to  create    fears  of  an    epidemic  of 
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typhoid  fever  during-  the  cominor  summer 
and  fall.  In  the  board  of  health  reports 
the  doctor  had  found  that  the  Fifth,  Sixtli, 
Ninth  and  Fourteenth  wards  were  more 
largely  represented  in  the  matter  of  typhoid 
fever  than  any  other  wards  in  the  cit\'.  He 
also  found  that  in  these  wards  the  houses 
were  old,  and  that  the  greater  portion  of 
the  night  soil  was  deposited  in  shallow  pits. 
The  Fourteenth  stood  at  the  head  of  the 
list  as  to  mortality,  and  the  death-rate  far 
exceeded  the  proportionate  population, 
which  was  the  largest  of  all  the  city  wards. 
A  recent  examination  of  the  ward  devel- 
oped conditions  which  the  doctor  thought 
invited  an  epidemic  of  fever.  The  thing 
for  the  authorities  and  people  of  the  entire 
city  to  consider  now  was  what  means  was 
most  available  in  the  present  run  of  the 
disease.  Published  reports  show  Chicago 
to  be  the  healthiest  large  city  in  the  world. 
This  was  due  to  its  excellent  water  supply. 
But  it  was  not  as  healthy  as  it  might  be 
were  the  sewage  of  the  city  drained  through 
the  Illinois  and  Michigan  canal,  whicli  he 
deemed  the  only  feasible  method  of  drain- 
age. It  was  also  necessary  that  the  source 
of  water  supply  should  be  further  from  the 
sewage,  which  naturally  flowed  into  the 
lake  from  the  river.  Then  it  should  be 
made  a  crime  to  deposit  human  excrement 
on  the  earth.  Sewers  properly  graded 
should  be  placed  in  every  inhabited  house 
within  the  city,  all  of  which  should  be 
flushed  with  fresh  water  at  all  times.  Such 
a  process  would  cost  money,  but  money 
could  not  be  better  expended  than  in  the 
preservation  of  public  health. 

The  paper  was  discussed  by  Dr.  N.  S. 
Davis,  who  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
meteorological  conditions  played  an  impor- 
tant part  in  the  production  of  typhoid  fe- 
ver. Dr.  Davis  held  that  while  in  the  strict 
sense  of  the  word  there  were  no  such  things 
as  specifics  for  typhoid  fever  or  other  self- 
limited  aff'ections,  there  were  certain 
agents  which  exerted  an  influence  in  dimi- 
nution of  the  mortality,  and  the  length  of 
the  disease.     Among   the  agents  to  which 


powers  of  this  kind  have  been  ascribed, 
were  mercury,  bromine,  and  iodine.  Mer- 
cury had  been  proven  to  have  too  debili- 
tating eff'ects.  Biomine  is  difficuU  to  ad- 
minister. Of  iodine.  Dr.  Davis  was  pre- 
pared to  speak  highly.  He  had  used  it,  as 
was  his  custom,  as  an  adjuvant  to  cold 
sponging  and  the  proper  supporting  and 
antipyretic  treatment,  and  was  convinced 
that  it  exerted  a  marked  influence  on  the 
progress  of  the  disease,  its  duration,  mor- 
tality, and  complications.  He  had  gener- 
ally used  it  in  the  following  formula:  3- 
lodini  .50;  jjotas.  iodid.  2.00;  aquaj  destil. 
45.00;  of  this  eight  to  ten  drops  were  given 
three  or  four  times  a  day  in  sweetened 
water.  There  being  no  further  discussion, 
Dr.  J.  G.  Kiernan  read  a  paper  on  the 
"Occipital  Lobe  in  Relation  to  Intelli- 
gence," in  which  he  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  importance  of  the  frontal 
lobes  has  been  much  overestimated.  He 
claimed  that  in  the  occipital  lobe  were  to  be 
found  the  great  association  centres  of  the 
brain,  and  as  upon  the  associating  power 
depended  man's  intelligence,  the  full  de- 
velopment of  the  occipital  lobe  was  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a  well-balanced  cerebral 
system.  He  cited  as  corrobatory  evidence 
the  fact  that  the  occipital  lobes  occur  only 
in  the  primates,  being  absent  even  in  the 
lowest  monkeys,  whereas  the  frontal  lobes 
are  found  in  all  mammalia,  the  fact  that 
the  occipital  lobes  are  the  last  to  make 
their  appearance  in  the  foetus.  The  occip- 
ital lobe  was  markedly  deficient  in  reason- 
ing maniacs.  In  this  connection  the  plas- 
ter cast  of  Guiteau's  head  was  exhibited. 
The  paper  was  briefly  discussed  by  Drs. 
Paoli  and  Brower,  who  alluded  to  the  nov- 
elt}'  of  the  views  therein  expressed.

COLLEGE  OF   PHYSICIANS    AND    SURGEON.S. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  met  April  18, 
1882,  and  elected  Dr.  A.  W.  Harlan,  of 
Chicago,  to  the  Chair  of  Dental  Surgery 
at  the  college.

It  was 
announced  that  the  new  college  building 
at  the  corner  of  Harrison  and  Honor6 
streets  would  be  ready  for  occupancy  Sep- 
tember 1,  and  that  the  student  year  would 
open  October  1. 

STATE    BOARD    OF    HEALTH. 

The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health 
bas  held  its  regular  quarterly  exam- 
inations on  April  13.  This  examina- 
tion exceeded  in  severity  that  of  many 
of  the  most  rigid  medical  colleges.  Among 
the  questions  asked  were  the  following: 
<jrive  the  dififerential  diagnosis,  for  sanitary 
purposes,  of  scarlatina,  rubeola,  variola, 
varicella,  febris  flava,  cholera  Asiatica, 
trichiniasis?  Describe  Pasteur's  recent 
experiments?  What  alteratives  emetics 
and  cathartics  are  indigenous  to  Illinois? 
At  what  ajre  is  the  fatus  viable,  and  what 
are   the   sigfns  and  indications   of  such  an 


asre?  How  would  you  determine  whether 
lesions  injuries  or  discolorations  found 
on  a  cadavre  were  produced  before  or 
after  death?  Some  of  the  questions,  if 
not  intended  merely  as  catch  questions, 
were  open  to  severe  criticism,  as  for  in- 
stance: "In  a  lying-in  patient  how  would 
you  distinguish  a  pathological  from  a  phys- 
iological chill?"  Such  an  examination 
taken  as  a  whole  would  certainly  be  a  good 
test  of  the  applicant's  proficiency.

AN  UNDESCRIB  ED  WA  Y  OF  OPIUM 
SMOKING.

Formerly  Assistant  Physician,  New  York  Asylum  for 
the  Insane. 

Dr.  Kane*  has  called  attention  to  the 
manner  adopted  by  the  Chinese  and  Amer- 
icans for  the  indulgence  of  this  form  of  the 
opium  habit,  and  the  same  subject  has  al- 
ready received  some  attention  in  the  Re- 
view.** None  of  these  descriptions  at  all 
compare  with  the  varietyofthe  vice  observed 
by  me  at  the  New  York  City  Asylum  for 
the  Insane,  among  the  pauper  employes  of 
that  institution.  Opium  using  seems  to  be 
a  very  common  vice  among  this  class  of 
people. 

There  is  one  case  reported  by  Dr.  Kane 
which  somewhat  approaches  the  habit  ob- 
served, and  that  is  the  case  of  the  hashisch 
user  who,  he  says,f  would  roll  nine  grains 
of  the  English  extract  of  hemp  into  a  lump 
and  then  placing  it  in  the  bowl  of  a  com- 
mon clay  pipe  partly  filled  with  tobacco, 
light  it  and  inhale  the  smoke. 

The  opium  smokers  in  the  asylum  used 
to    soak    the    tobacco  in  laudanum,  dry  it 
and  then  smoke  it.     The  immediate  effect 
of  this  was  slight  loquacity,  and  some  de- 
gree of  mental  exhilaration.     Then  there 
was  marked  sexual  excitement  and  consid- 
erable    vesical    irritability.      If   no    more 
laudanumized  tobacco  was  smoked  at  this 
stage,  the   man  was   able  to  do    his    work 
particularly  of  a  mental  character  with  in- 
creased facility.    If,  however,  he  continued 
to  smoke,  he  was  good  humored  if  allowed 
to  remain  in  one  position,  but  became  very 
irritable  on   being   asked  to  move.     A  few 
moments  later  and  there  was  a  slight  impair- 
ment of  gait  which  rapidly  passed  off.   Two 
of  these  men  said  that  when  they  first  com- 
menced smoking  in  this  way  they  suffered 
much  from  tingling  in  the  feet.     The  men 
were  able  to  do  hard  work  if  need  be,  and 
one  of  them  acted  as  carpenter  for  a  rela- 
tively long  period.     There  did  not  seem  to 
be  any  difference  in  the  quality  smoked  by 
the  new  beginner  or  the  old  habitu6.    Two, 
who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  using  opium 
by  the  mouth,  claimed  to  have  abandoned 
it  on  being  taught  to  smoke  the  laudanum- 
ized tobacco.

The  habit  appears  to  have  originated 
from  an  East  Indian  who  came  from  Bor- 
neo; he  was  not  very  communicative  on 
the  subject.  The  laudanum  was  brought 
from  the  city  by  some  one  of  the  employes 
when  temporarily  discharged  or  given  leave 
of  absence.  The  habit  spread  to  a  few 
attendants.  One  of  these  latter,  was  how- 
ever, made  violently  ill  by  his  first  pipe. 

These  are  the  only  instances  of  the  habit 
I  have  known,  and  the  material  concerning 
it  is  consequently  meagre.  It  has  been 
with  the  idea  of  directing  the  attention  of 
others  to  the  subject  that  the  present  article 
has  been  written.  The  observations  were 
made  during  the  fall  of  1874  and  the  spring

REASONING  MANIA.

I  have  perused  with    interest  Dr.  Ham- 
mond's paper    on    Reasoning   Mania,   read 
recently  before  the  Medico-Legal    Society 
of  New  York;  also   the   criticisms    of   the 
distinguished  gentlemen  present.     That  it 
had  special  reference  to  the  case  of  Charles 
J.    Guiteau    does   not  lessen    the   interest 
which  the  paper  ^:)er  se.  commands.    I  can- 
not, however,  endorse  its  conclusions.    The 
views  of  the  Review  as  expressed  in  volume 
five,  number  six,  more  nearly  accord   with 
my    own.     Cerebral  pathology    affords   no 
confirmation  of  the  view  that  a  knowledge 
of  right  and  wrong  is  to  be  the  hinge  upon 
which  crime  is  to  swing.    I  have  read  care- 
fully, and  in    some  instances  with  amaze- 
ment, the  medical  testimony  in  the  case  re- 
ferred to.     That  the  future  will  endorse  the 
conclusions  of  the   medical  experts  for  the 
prosecution,  I  do  not  believe.     Conditions 
may  exist  where  partial  punishment  alone 
should  be  meted  out.      The  case   of  Gui- 
teau would  seem  to  properly  belong  among 
them.      To  visit  national  vengeance  upon 
such    a    moral     monstrosity    as    Guiteau's 
whole  life  proves  him  to  have  been  evinces 
the  madness  of  i\w  hour.     He   should   be 
placed    beyond   the   power  to   do    further 
harm;  but,  to  hang  him,  I  do  not  hesitate  to- 
express  the  opinion,  would    be   a    national 
disgrace.     Future  generations     would    re- 
gard it  in  much   the   same   light  that  the 
present  does  the  burning  of  witches.     Jus- 
tice does  not  demand  it,  nor  can  we  afford 
to  perpetuate  such  a  wrong. 

In  summing  up  the  testimony  in  the  Gui- 
i  teau  case,  Dr.  Hammond  says:     "  I  have  no 
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hesitation  in  asserting  that  Guiteau  is  the 
subject  of  reasoning  mania,  and  lience  a 
lunatic.  There  is  not  an  asylum  under 
the  charge  of  any  of  the  niedtcal  e.rperts 
*or  the  prosecution  that  does  not  contain 
patients  ftss  insa/ie  than  he. ^''  If  th(;  doctor 
believes  as  he  asserts,  why  hold  Guiteau  to 
the  same  responsibility  that  he  would  a 
sane  Tnan?  Wliy  use  the  following  strange 
words?  Let  Guiteau  sutler  the  full  legal 
penalty  of  his  crime,  but  let  him  bt^  exe- 
cuted with  the  distinct  understanding  that 
he  is  a  lunatic  deserving  of  punishment." 
If  Guiteau  were  of  unsouiul  miiui  when  he 
shot  the  president,  in  the  name  of  an  en 
lightened  civilization  why  counsel  a  bar- 
barism so  terrible":'  To  answer  as  the  doc- 
tor does,  that  "  Guiteau  should  have  con- 
trolled his  morbid  impulse,"  is  simply  beg- 
ging the  question.  For  illustration,  take  a 
dipsomaniac,  with  inherited  appetite.  He 
did  not  bring  upon  himself  this  accursed 
thirst,  nor  is  he  in  doubt  as  to  the  "  right 
and  wrong."  He  knows  that  it  is  right  to 
resist  and  wrong  to  yield;  and  yet  he  is  un- 
able to  do  the  one  or  refrain  from  doing  the 
other.  To  e.xpect  him  to  control  his  "mor- 
bid impulse''  would  be  with  so  little  reason 
as  to  expect  one  afflicted  with  phthisis  not 
to  cough.  The  will  in  either  case  is  pow- 
erless. Volition  is  as  much  a  faculty  of 
the  human  mind  as  reason;  and  in  the 
Penal  Code  should  receive  equal  consider- 
ation. If  the  will  be  impaired,  the  ])ower 
of  choice  is  wanting,  however  clear  "a 
knowledge  of  right  and  wrong."  Hooker 
savs:  "Choice  there  is  not,  unless  the  thinff 
we  take  be  so  in  our  power  that  we  might 
have  refused  it." 

A  careful  study  of  monomania,  or  theo- 
mania,  with  which  I  believe  Guiteau  to 
be  affected,  has  crystalized  into  a  disbelief 
of  the  hypothesis  that  because  one,  under 
certain  circumstances  is  al)le  to  control  his 
"  morbid  impulse,"  erf/o  he  is  always  able 
to  do  so.  Nor  does  the  fact  that  he  exe- 
cutes in  accordance  with  plan  necessarily 
prove  him  fully  responsible',  as  the  craftily 
laid  schemes  of  many,  unquestionably  in- 
sane, attest.  If  the  dictum  of  the  doctor's 
paper  has  assumed  the  dignity  of  law,  how 
can  the  disposition  made  of  Freeman,  the 
Pawtucket  murderer  be  reconciled  with 
it?  Is  not  Guiteau's  a  parallel  case,  and 
would  not  a  similar  verdict  have  been  ren- 
dered had  not  his  victim  been  President 
Garfield?  Does  not  the  Washingrton  ver- 
diet  contain  an  element  of  passion  excited 
by  the  press  of  the  country?

During  the  period  which  has  elapsed 
since  my  last  letter  there  have  been  numy 
occurrences  of  medical  interest,cliief  among 
which  are  the  recent  chanjres  in   the 

U.VlVEltSITV    .MEDICAL    COLLEGK. 

This  college  has  long  been  known  as 
the  largest  graduating  institution  in  the 
city.  Ail  the  other  colleges  have  made 
some  improvements  in  their  curriculum, 
but  it  has  kept  on  the  even  tenor  of  its 
way  unmoved  by  their  example. 

A  profound  revolution  whose  distant  re- 
sults may  hardly  be  surmised  as  .yet,  oc- 
curred in  the  University  Medical  College. 
As  is  well  known,  the  faculty  of  this  insti- 
tution consists  of  an  ordinary  and  a  post 
graduate  division.  The  post  graduate 
faculty  is  theoretically  supposed  to  teach 
the  higher  branches  of  medicine,  and  com- 
prises several  men  well  and  favorably 
known  as  original  investigators,  sound 
clinicians,  and  earnest  teachers.  Until 
within  a  few  days  it  comprised  Drs.  I).  B. 
Saint  John  Roosa,  Stephen  Smith,  William 
A.  Hammond,  Gouley,  Pilfard,  Pailen^ 
Little,  Sturgis,  Louis  Elsberg  and  A.  E. 
Macdonald.  For  a  year  or  two  past 
much  dissatisfaction  has  been  accumulat- 
ing among  these  gentlemen,  who  were 
being  continually  op])03ed  in  their  attempts 
to  raise  the  standard  of  teachinjr  and  ex- 
amination  as  well  as  to  extend  the  clinical 
advantages  of  the  school.  The  opposition 
maintained  a  frioid  reserve,  made  promises 
never  destined  to  fulfilment,  evaded  every 
issue,  and  already  last  year  there  was  a 
threat  made  in  the  part  of  the  post-graduate 
faculty  that  they  would  resign  in  corpore. 
Dr.  Elsberg  alone  carried  out  this  action, 
the  others  being  mollified  by  promises.  As 
these  were  broken,  in  fact  as  it  seemed  that 
the  faculty,  really  ruled  by  the  Dean,  were 
determined  to  keep  the  institution  on  the 
level  of  a  diploma  mill,  a  meeting  of  the 
post-graduate  faculty  was  called.  For  ob- 
vious reasons.  Dr.  A.  E.  Macdonald  was 
not  invited  to  attend  tht;  meeting.  The 
result  of  the  convention  was  made  public 
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by  the  resignation  of  Drs.  Roosa,  Stephen 
Smith,  "William  Hammond,  Gouley,  Piflfard, 
Fallen,  Little  and  Sturgis,  and  the  Uni- 
versity now  stands  with  hardly  a  single 
clinical  teacher  competent  to  teach  the 
hight^r  branches  of  medicine.  It  is  gene- 
rally supposed  that  the  Dean  will  appoint 
nonentities  to  fill  the  vacant  places,  and  to 
keep  up  the  display  of  the  catalogue,  but 
it  is  considered  doubtful  wliethor  the  atten- 
dance at  the  University  will  l)e  materiallv 
lessened,  as  for  some  time,  this  institut'on 
has  been  patnmi/ed  cliiefly  by  those  who 
desire  to  graduate  early,  expeditiously  and 
cheaply,  and  they  are  not  apt  to  be  in- 
fluenced by  the  scientific  merits  of  what 
threatens  to  become  the  largest  diploma- 
mill  in  the  country.  The  resigned  mem- 
bers will  probably  found  a  post-graduate 
school,  certainly  an  excellent  idea, 

BLOOMINGDALE     ASYLUM. 

Your  correspondent  recently  visited  this 
institution,    wliich    is    the    largest    asylum 
for  the    insane  in   the   L'nited    States    not 
under  public  control.      There  are  a   num- 
ber of  free  beds,   as  there   are  in  all   hos- 
pitals.   The   asylum  is  very  pleasantly  lo- 
cated in  New  York.     The    patients    seem 
to  present  a  greater  number  of  hereditary 
cases  than  is  usual  in  asylums,  and  the  per- 
centage  of  paretics   is    perceptibly   large. 
The    asylum  is  very    well  conducted,  Dr. 
Nichols,  the  Superintendent,  being  one  of 
the  old  school  of  superintendents,  who  hold 
views  almost  identical  with   those   of   the 
more  advanced  European  authorities,  ex- 
cept that  the  terms  used  are  not  the  same. 
There  is  relatively  little  restraint  used,  and 
it  is  obvious  that  Dr.  Nicols  is  neither  an 
anti-nor  a  pro-restraint  fanatic.    The  wards 
of  the   Asylum   were   in    marked    contrast 
with  those  of  the  city  asylums.     One  thing 
seemed    to    your    correspondent    a    little 
strange,  and  that  was  the  use  of  Yale  locks. 
These   involve   a   useless   locking  and  un- 
locking somewhat  dangerous  at  times  to  the 
physician,  and  certainly  tending  to  impress 
the  patient  unpleasantly.     This,  however, 
is  a  re;lativelv  minor  fault.     Amonjr  the  in- 
terestnig  facts  learned  were  the  following: 
Ten   cases  of    insanity  had  recovered  last 
year    from     a    second     attack,    one    case 
had    recovered  from    a    third    attack,  two 
from  a  fourth  attack,  one  from  a  sixth  at- 
tack, one  from  a  seventh  attack,  one  from  a 
sixteenth   attack.       These   figures   tend   to 
support  Dr.  Earle's  position  (Alienist  and 
Neurologist)  respecting  the  great  elements 


of  error  entering  into  asylum  statistics  of 
recovery.  A  patient  reeently  died  in  the 
Asylum  who  liad  resided  there  for  forty- 
four  years.  Two  other  patients  have  been 
residents  somewhat  longer.

Dr.  F.  N,  Otis  r<^ad  a  paper  at  the  April  G 
meeting  on  "Persistently  Recurring  Vesi- 
cal Spasm  R(>sulting  in  Thickening  of  the 
Bladder  ^Valls,  Dilatation  of  the  Ureters, 
Hydronephrosis  and  Death  from  Uraemia" 
Dr.  Otis  cited  several  analoguous  cases 
from  the  literature.  A  man  aged  fifty-five 
had  suffered  for  twenty  years  from  difficult 
and  frequent  micturition.  The  trouble  be- 
gan with  a  gonorrhoea  which  resulted  in 
chronic  urethritis,  and  finally  cystitis.  The 
patient  was  treated  for  stricture,  and  vesical 
calculus  was  suspected,  but  was  not  found 
on  examination.  The  patient  had  gone  the 
usual  rounds  of  all  varieties  of  regular  and 
irregular  practitioners.  He  sometimes  ob- 
tained relief  from  the  passage  of  a  sound, 
twenty-five,  which  passed  readily  into  the 
bladder.  Pain  in  the  region  of  the  right 
kidney  had  caused  the  suspicion  that  there 
might  be  a  calculus  in  the  pelvis  of  that 
organ.  Dr.  Otis  saw  the  patient,  Decem- 
ber, 1881,  who  was  emaciated  and  tremu- 
lous, and  had  recently  suffered  from  chills, 
feyer  and  sweating.  Intense  pain  on  mic- 
turition was  chiefly  referred  to  the  neck  of 
the  bladder.  The  urine,  more  or  less  puru- 
lent, was  passed  every  fifteen  minutes,  but 
contained  nothing  to  indicate  organic 
vesical  or  renal  disease.  One  or  two  at- 
tacks of  pain  had  occurred  on  the  left  side, 
and  were  thought  to  be  renal  colic,  but  no 
tenderness  could  be  detected  in  that  region. 
The  urethra  measured  thirty-seven,  but  a 
contraction  existed  nearly  one  inch  from  the 
orifice  reducing  the  diameter  there  to  twenty- 
five;  having  seen  cases  of  long  standing 
presenting  similar  symptoms  to  this  one 
relieved  by  division  of  contracture  of  the 
urethra  at  this  point,  he  divided  the  orifice 
to  correspond  with  the  urethra  behind  it. 
A  number  thirty-seven  instrument  passed 
into  the  bladder  of  its  own  weight,  showing 
that  no  stricture  existed  behind.  The  pa- 
tient was  entirely  free  from  pain  for  four 
days  after  the  operation,  but  there  was 
complete  urinary  incontinence.  He  then 
began  to  have  some  control  over  his  urine, 
later  in  the  day  there  was  slight  ])ain,  which 
increased  as  the  control  over  the  urine  in- 
creased, but  not  to  the  degree  that  had  ex- 
isted before  the  operation.     Suddenly,  for 
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the  first  time,  he  coinplaintHl  on  the  fifth 
day  of  pain  in  the  g-laiis  penis,  fol- 
lowed immediately  by  a  series  of  spasms 
similar  to  those  from  which  he  had  pre- 
viously suffered,  occurring  at  intervals  of 
ten  or  fifteen  minutes.  Two  days  later 
symptoms  of  uraemia  developed,  uiul  on  the 
fourth  day  after  the  pain  attributed  to  the 
sudden  appearance  of  vesical  calculus,  the 
patient  ilied  in  a  state  of  coma.  Dr.  W. 
H.  Welch  made  the  autopsy.  By  request 
the  abdominal  orc^ans  onlv  were  examined. 
Both  kidneys  were  eidarged.  The  Hi)rous 
capsule  was  adherent  to  the  surface  of  the 
organs.  The  cortical  substance  presented 
a  grayish,  nearly  uniform  appearance.  The 
pyramids  were  encroached  upon  bv  the  di- 
lated calyces.  There  were  no  renal  ab- 
scesses. The  pelvis  and  calyces  of  each 
kidney  were  greatly  dilated,  and  contained 
turbid  ammoniacal  urine.  The  ureters  were 
likewise  dilated,  so  that  their  calibre  nearly 
equaled  that  of  tht?  small  intestine.  The 
walls  of  the  ureters  were  thickened.  Mo 
obstruction  to  the  passage  of  urine  existed, 
either  in  the  pelvis  of  the  kidneys  or  in  the 
ureters.  The  wall  of"  the  bladder  was 
about  four  times  its  normal  thickness. 
The  thickening  affected  all  of  the  coats 
of  the  bladder,  especially  the  muscular 
tissue.  The  mucous  membrane  of  the 
bladder  was  thickened  and  presented, 
especially  about  the  base,  slightly  elevated, 
grayish,  discolored  patches,  such  as  are 
seen  in  so-called  diphtheritic  c^'stitis.  The 
capacity  of  the  bladder  was  about  that  of 
the  normal  organ.  It  contained  ammoni- 
acal urine  and  a  small  calculus.  This  cal- 
culus, about  an  inch  in  length  and  conical 
in  shape,  resembling  somewhat  a  canine 
tooth,  might  have  been  formed  in  one  of  the 
dilated  renal  calyces,  and  was  apparently 
of  recent  formation,  being  very  friable,  and 
composed  wholly  of  phosphates,  without 
a  nucleus  of  uric  acid  or  oxalate  of  lime. 
The  prostate  was  about  the  normal  size, 
and  had  not  occasioned  any  obstruction  so 
far  as  could  be  detected.  The  calibre  of 
the  urethra  seemed  to  be  normal,  present- 
ing no  evidence  of  stricture. 

The  spleen  was  somewhat  enlarged,  and 
surrounded  by  firm  fibrous  adhesions.  The 
liver,  stomach,  and  intestines  presented  no 
noticeable  change.  Microscopical  exami- 
nation of  the  kidney  showed  a  marked  new 
growth  of  fibrillated  connective  tissue  in- 
filtrated with  lymphoid  cells.  The  urin- 
iferous  tubes  were  sometimes  compressed 
and     atrophied,    sometimes    found    to    be 


dilated,    sometimes  found  to  be  filled  with 
fatty  epithelium. 

Diagnosis,  Chronic  cystitis  with  dilata- 
tion of  the  ureters.  Hydro-nephrosis  and 
chronic  interstitial  nephritis.  The  cause 
of  the  cystitis  was  not  apparent.  In  the 
absence  of  obstruction  ov  other  cause,  to 
account  for  the  thickened  bladder,  the  di- 
lated ureters,  and  the  hydro-nephrosis,  Dr. 
Otis,  thought  it  (juite  possible  that  all  the 
difficulty  had  been  produced  by  spasm  re- 
flected from  irritation  at  a  distant  part. 
This  view  was  corroborated  by  the  fact  that 
for  a  time  the  symptoms  disappeared  on 
division  of  the  narrowed  urethra  near  the 
orifice  and  returned  only  after  the  passage 
of  the  calculus  from  the  kidney  into  the 
bladder,  as  was  evident  from  the  post- 
mortem examination.  He  believed  that, 
had  this  probable  cause  <jf  the  patient's 
trouble,  constriction  near  the  orifice,  been 
recoarnized  earlier  in  the  course  of  the  dis- 
ease,  before  such  serious  changes  had  taken 
place  ill  the  bladder,  ureters,  and  kidneys,. 
and  proper  measures  adopted  for  its  relief, 
the  patient  might  have  recovered,  and  en- 
joyed a  life  of  health  and  happiness  instead 
of  one  of  years  of  extreme  suffering,  termi- 
nating finally  in  death. 

On  the  discussion  of  the  paper  Dr.  Alfre<l 
C  Post  said  that  for  his  own  part  he  had 
been  very  well  satisfied  in  a  number  of 
cases  of  urethral  and  vesical  irritation  that 
acontracted  state  of  the  meatus  urinarius  had 
been  one  very  important  element  in  main- 
taining the  irritation  which  existed.  This 
was  often  the  case  in  senile  enlarjjement  of 
the  prostate.  There  were  many  instances 
in  which  he  found  great  difficulty  in  intro- 
ducing instruments  for  the  purpose  of 
evacuating  the  bladder,  and  he  had  known 
instances  in  which  this  difficulty  of  cathe- 
terization was  obviated  by  dividing  the 
meatus.  A  striking  case  of  that  kind  he 
saw  in  consultation  a  year  or  two  ago.  A 
member  of  the  legal  profession,  about  sixty 
years  of  age,  had  suffered  for  a  consider- 
able time  from  urinary  difficulty  i'l  connec- 
t  on  with  an  enlarged  prostate,  and  it  had 
been  necessary  to  evacuate  the  bladder 
with  a  catheter.  But  in  consetjuence  of 
the  small  size  of  the  meatus  a  catheter  of 
only  very  moderate  size  could  be  intro- 
duced, and  as  was  well  known,  the  intro- 
duction of  small  catheters  in  enlarged  pros- 
tate is  usuallv  much  more  difficult  than  the 
introduction  of  large  ones.  The  small  one 
did  not  j)ush  its  way  over  the  enlarged 
prostate  as  easily  as  did  the  large  one.     In

this  case  the  attendincr  physician  intro- 
duced the  small  instnmitMit  up  to  a  ceitain 
pc^int,  beyond  which  it  would  not  pass.  Dr. 
Post  eniaro^ed  the  meatus,  and  introduced 
a  large  catheter  into  the  bladder,  givinpr  the 
patient  relief.  The  i>ritice  was  dilated  bv 
the  introduction  of  larjje  steel  sounds,  and 
in  the  course  of  a  few  days  the  patient  dis- 
pensed with  the  catheter,  and  had  not 
used  it  now  for  over  a  year,  although 
previousl  /  he  used  it  regularly. 

A  young  man  was  sent  to  him  from 
Massachusetts,  having  a  close  stricture  of 
the  urethra.  The  contraction  was  such 
that  he  passed  his  urine  only  by  drops,  and 
with  a  great  deal  of  distress.  Dr.  Post  was 
unable  at  the  time  to  introiluce  any  instru- 
ment  into  the  bladder.  He  etherized  the 
patient,  enlarged  the  orifice  by  making  a 
slight  incision  before  and  behind,  and  then 
passed  successively  a  series  of  sounds  from 
fifteen  millimetres  up  to  thirty.  These  in- 
struments were  passed  at  intervals  of  two 
or  three  days  for  a  week  or  two,  and  the 
patient  went  home  entirely  relieved  of  the 
difficulty  from  which  he  had  been  suffering. 
He  mentioned  these  as  a  T-w  of  a  series  of 
cases  in  which  a  contracted  state  of  the 
meatus  had  seemed  to  be  a  very  important 
element  in  interfering  with  catheterisiza- 
tion,  and  in  main  aining  severe  irritation 
in  the  urethra  aud  i)ladder. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Keyes  thought  the  whole  gist 
of  ttie  discussion  nee  ssarily  turned  upon 
the  question  of  etioloj^y.  With  regard  to 
this  he  would  have  to  beg  to  differ  from  Dr. 
Otis.  It  seemt^d  to  him  that  the  spasm  of 
the  un^thra  was  due  to  reflex  causes,  and 
that  rcli-f  of  the  spasm  was  pro  iuced  mainly 
by  direct  influence  which  the  instrument 
passed  had  upon  the  sensibility  of  the  deep 
urethra  in  the  first  place,  and  mechanically 
upon  the  contracting  muscles  in  the  second 
place.  Th-  size  of  ihe  instrument  was  par- 
ticularly important  from  the  se'cond  point 
of  view,  just  as  overstretching  of  any  toni- 
cally  contracted  muscle  naturally  would 
put  it  more  in  a  state  of  ease,  perhaps 
entirely  overcoming  its  condition  of  spasm. 
Many  cases  certainly  did  have  symptoms  of 
stricture,  symptoms  of  stone,  and  symptoms 
of  a  great  many  other  things  persistently, 
which  turned  out  to  be  simple  cases  of 
urethral  spasm.  Among  these  cases  was 
that  of  an  «)ld  sea  captain  who  recently 
came  under  his  observation,  but  who  was 
now  (tbsolutely  reliev«Ml,  whose  inictur.tion, 
etc.,  was  now  piirfectly  normal,  and  yet 
nothing  had  been   (hjne  for   him   whatever 


except  to  pass  a  large  sound,  as  large  as  the 
urethra  would  adinir,  about  half  a  dozen 
times.  Many  cases  got  well  of  spasmodic 
stricture  by  the  passage  of  a  large  or  smaller 
sized  sound,  and  without  giving  ether;  but 
some  cases,  again,  certainly,  did  not  get 
well  on  passing  a  sound  as  large  as  the 
urethra  would  admit,  which  recovered  when 
these  points  of  narrowing  were  razed  and 
the  larger  instrument  was  passed  into  the 
deeper  urethra,  the  recovery  being  due  not 
to  the  division  of  i;he  narrowed  part,  but  to 
the  influence  of  the  larger  instrument  upon 
the  canal  bel')w.  Still  it  was  true  also  that 
recovery  sometimes  failed  to  take  place 
even  after  the  passage  of  a  large  instru- 
ment, although  there  was  no  lesion  to  ac- 
count for  the  symptoms,  the  mucous  mem- 
brane not  being-  inflamed.  A  case  of  this 
kind  occurred  in  a  patient  from  a  New 
England  State,  in  blooming  health,  but 
afllict-'d  with  permanent  and  frequently 
recurring  >pasm  of  the  deep  muscles  of 
the  urethra,  etc  ,  to  such  an  extent  that  he 
had  had  prolonged  retention  of  urine.  The 
urine  was  absolutely  negative  as  to  indi- 
cations of  disease.  His  malady  came  on 
shortly  after  the  death  of  his  wife;  there  was 
no  inflammatory  or  other  pathological  con- 
dition known  which  would  account  for  his 
symptoms.  He  was  subjected  to  a  number 
of  ordinary  forms  of  treatment,  and  finally, 
after  instruments  had  been  used  without 
tl)o  least  amount  of  relief,  and  after  having 
suffered  for  two  or  three  years,  about  a 
year  ago  the  slight  anterior  narrowings 
were  divided,  a  large  sound  was  passed  into 
the  urethra,  and  that  canal  was  brought  up 
fully  to  its  alleged  nat  iral  calibre,  but  not 
a  particle  of  benefit  followed  in  mictuition, 
and  the  patient  came  to  him  to-day  to  ask 
if  anything  further  could  possibly  be  done. 
He  was  now  able  to  pass  his  water  only 
under  the  greatest  privacy,  away  from  any 
mentally  disturbing  conditions.  A  thirty- 
five  or  thirty-six  instrument  would  pass 
into  his  blad  ler  without  giving  him  any 
discomfort.  So  far  as  was  known  the  mu- 
cous membra  le  of  his  bladder  was  in  a 
j^erfectly  normil  condition.  With  regard 
to  the  case,  the  subject  for  discussion,  he 
thought  the  true  explanation  of  it  was  the 
most  simple  one  that  suggested  itself:  that 
the  man  arrived  at  a  certain  acre  in  life 
when  he  contracted  a  gonorrhoea,  which 
was  the  beginning  of  his  trouble.  For 
sometime  afterward,  however,  he  had  no 
troubles  from  which  he  suffered  later.  Then 
there  arises,  as  a  result  of  the  gonorrhoea, 
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spasm,  aiul  at  the  same  time,  or  following 
this,  cystitis;  the  patient  has  dillieuUy  in 
expulsion  of  tiie  urine.  Then  he  has  cal- 
culus attacks,  probably  a  number  of  them. 
These  calculi  might  have  been  the  ociasion 
of  further  spasm  about  the  blaiMer,  for  he 
had  seen  a  number  of  cases  of  that  nature, 
and  indeed  they  were  (piite  eommon.  Then 
there  was  stone  in  the  kidney,  ami  the  other 
lesions  resulting  as  pointed  out  in  the  his- 
tory. In  this  case  there  was  more  or  less 
pus  in  the  urine.  It  often  occurnMl,  how- 
ever,! hat  where  dllliculty  of  micturition  arose 
from  spasm  aside  from  any  known  lesion, 
as  a  gonorrhtiea,  etc.,  no  pus  was  to  be 
found  in  the  urine  at  any  time,  as  was 
illustrated  in  the  patient  from  New  Eng- 
iand.  In  Dr.  Otis's  case,  the  recurring 
spasms  he  considered  sufficient  to  account 
for  the  thickening  of  the  walls  of  the 
bladder;  the  attempt  to  get  rid  of  the  irri- 
tation about  the  neck  of  the  bladder  might 
easily  lead  to  hypertrophy  of  the  walls  of 
that  viscus.  Tlien  on  division  of  the  con- 
traction near  the  orifice  of  the  urethra, 
which  allowed  of  the  easy  passage  of  stone, 
irritation  being  removed,  the  spasmodic 
contraction  of  the  deep  urethra  was  for  a 
time  relieved  and  yielded  to  temporary  in- 
continence. The  larger  stone  afterward 
exciting  anew  spasmodic  contraction,  in- 
continence ceased,  the  other  symptoms, 
urasmia,  etc.,  developed,  ending  in  death. 

Dr.  J.  W,  S.  Gouley  said,  he  thought 
Dr.  Mercier  a  few  years  ago  very  graphi- 
cally described  the  class  of  cases  to  which 
Dr.  Otis's  belonged.  He  said  they  origin- 
ated in  very  persistent  chronic  urethritis, 
or  rather  cervical  cystitis  following  ure- 
thritis; cervical  cystitis  which  gave  rise  to 
intense  congestion  underneath  the  mucous 
membrane,  thus  exciting  what  he  called 
contracture  of  the  urethro-vesical  orifice. 
There  were  two  states,  a  spasmodic  con- 
tracture and  a  permanent  contracture. 
The  spasmodic  contracture  followed 
chronic  urethritis,  and  was  curable;  tlie 
permanent  contracture  left  to  itself,  was 
incurable.  Permanent  contracture  pro- 
duced what  he  called  a  muscular  valvule 
which  caused  an  impediment  to  urination 
similar  to  that  produced,  by  hypertrophy 
of  the  median  portion  of  the  prostrate, 
and  this  im})ediment  to  micturition 
caused  the  bladder  to  contract  spasmodi- 
cally to  expel  the  residual  urine  almost 
always  found  in  these  cases  soon  after  the 
disease  had  become  permanent.  These 
wrestlings     of     the    bladder   against   the 


obstacle  at  the  urethro-vesical  orifice, 
caused  hyperthropliy  t)f  its  nuiscular  coat; 
the  resiilual  urine  caused  cystitis;  the  in- 
Hammation  extended  up  the  uretess,  and 
to  the  pelvis  of  the  kidneys,  and  the 
patient  died  after  a  certain  number  of 
years  of  pyelo-nephritis,  or  with  acute 
interstitial  nephiitis  sujUMimposed  upon  a 
subacute  or  clironic  coiKlition.  A  patient 
might  have  a  permanent  contracture  of 
the  urethro-vesical  orifice  for  a  great 
many  years  without  sutVering  more  than 
the  inconvenience  causeil  by  the  stagna- 
tion of  the  urine.  Of  course  the  urinary 
stagnation,  being  a  foreign  body  in  the 
bladder,  wouhl  give  rise  to  spasmodic  con- 
traction, but  that  the  bladder  could  con- 
tract spasmodically  without  an  initant 
within  it,  or  an  obstaclf  at  the  urethro- 
vesical  orifice,  he  did  not  beli<'ve.  He 
could  not  conceive  that  snasms  of  the 
urethra  C(mld  cause  habitual  rtttention  of 
the  urine.  In  all  or  neaily  all  cases  such 
as  had  been  described  by  Dr.  Otis,  the 
obstacle  was  at  the  urethro-vesical  orifice. 
A  very  interesting  point  was,  that  it  was 
not  easy  at  the  post-morten  examination 
to  discover  the  urethro-vesical  valvule. 
The  bladder  had  to  be  examined  with  the 
greatest  care  not  to  overlo  ok  it.  It  should 
be  examined  from  above,  and  not  first 
slit  along  its  anterior  border  and  the  pros- 
tratic  urethra.  He  had  made  some  modi- 
ficaticjms  of  the  rectangular  sound  by 
which  an  absolute  diagnosis  could  be  made 
of  both  the  muscular  valvule  and  of  the 
prostatic  valvule. 

He  had  now  a  patient  about  thirty  years 
of  age,  who,  had  a  urethritis  a  number  of 
years  ago,  which  still  exists.  That  gentle- 
man had  for  five  or  six  years  been  unable 
to  empty  his  bladder,  and  for  a  year  before 
he  saw  him,  he  was  micturating  every  few 
minutes,  the  urine  was  purulent.  He  asked 
him  to  urinate,  and  the  patient  passed  an 
ounce  or  two  of  slightly  purulent  urine. 
He  then  introduced  a  catheter  and  drew 
off  eleven  ounces  of  urine,  the  last  of  which 
was  very  purulent.  Since  then  he  had 
been  introducing  the  catheter  two  or  three 
times  a  day,  and  the  bladder  was  now  bet- 
ter, but  he  was  not,  and  would  not  be  well 
until  the  right  thing  was  done.  He  thought 
this  was  the  solution  of  this  class  of  cases, 
and  he  would  n-fer  all  who  were  interested 
in  the  subject  to  the  work  of  Mercier. 

The  case  of  encysted  calculi  ref(!rred  to 
by  Dr.  Otis  suggested  some  that  liad  oc- 
curred in  his  practice,  although  they  were 
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not  common.  Last  week  he  removed  such 
a  calculus  from  a  gentleman  sixty-nine 
years  of  age.  Since  the  operation  the 
patient  was  doing  well,  but  he  did  not  be- 
lieve he  would  entirely  recover  for  the 
reason  that  he  had  not  before  been  able  to 
empty  liis  bladder,  owing  to  cystitis  caus- 
ing contracture  of  the  urethro- vesical  orifice. 
The  urine  had  in  all  probability  been 
dammed  back  in  the  ureters,  and  his  kid- 
neys iloubtless  were  damasred. 

Dr.  Frank  II  Hamilton  said  he  was  c<mi- 
vinced  that  Dr.  Otis  had  thrown  a  great 
deal  of  light  on  the  subject  of  reflex  irrita- 
tion caused  by  malformations  of  any  sort  at 
the  meatus.  He  was  reminded  by  Dr.  Flint 
of  a  case  which  canie  under  their  mutual 
observation  some  years  ago.  The  patient 
was  suffering  from  ura^nia  and  died.  Be- 
fore death  ])r.  Hamilton  drew  off  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  urine  with  a  large 
catheter,  there  was,  therefore,  no  very 
marked  stricture.  There  was  rather  a  small 
meatus  as  there  was  some  ditliculty  in  in- 
troducing the  catheter.  The  autopsy 
showed  that  the  patient  bad  hydro- 
nephrosis, and  other  related  affections  con- 
sequent upon  the  long  continued  distur- 
bance. Whether  the  symptons  were  due 
to  occulsion  of  the  meatus  was  a  question 
which  now  first  occurred  to  him.  He  did 
not  think  of  it  at  the  time  as  being  a  possi- 
ble cause  and  no  attempts  were  made  to 
relieve  it.  He  could  not  accept  the  possi- 
ble explanation  of  Dr.  Keyes,  that  the 
trouble  began  in  the  kidneys.  It  was  well 
established  that  inflammatory  actions  here 
progressed  in  the  opposite  direction,  from 
the  meatus  upward,  very  seldom  from  the 
kidneys  downward;  and  as  this  patient 
suffered  from  thickening  of  the  walls  of  the 
bladder,  he  would  not  ascribe  this  to  pre- 
existing chronic  inllammation  of  the  kid- 
ney?. Dr.  Keyes  explained  that  he  did 
not  mean  that  the  bladder  difficulty  was 
first  caused  by  inflammation  in  the  kidney, 
but  that  after  calculi  had  passed  from  the 
latter  organs,  disease  had  become  estab- 
lished, it  m'ght  then  liave  had  something 
to  do  with  the  vesical  affection. 

Dr.  Hatnilt'Mi  said  that  narrowing  of  the 
orifice  did  not  always  cause  sp^sm  in  the 
bladder  and  chronic  cystitis  with  thicken- 
ing of  the  coats  of  the  viscus,  was  illustrated 
by  a  large  number  of  cases  in  the  experi- 
ence of  every  surgeon.  He  met  with  cases 
of  congenital  phimosis,  in  which  there  was 
almost  constant  narrowing  of  the  meatus, 
with  or  without  phimosis,  and  yet  at  no 


time  during  life  did  the  subject  suffer  from 
any  spasmodic  disturbances,  or  from  any 
irritation  of  the  bladder.  A  case  in  point 
wjis  a  patient,  at  least  fifty  years  of  age, 
who  consulted  him,  had  congenital  phimosis 
with  almost  complete  occlusion  of  the  inea- 
tus  urijuirius,  which  was  so  small  that  he 
would  not  attempt  to  introduce  an  instru- 
ment larger  than  an  ordiiuiry  probe.  Just 
within  there  were  about  fifteen  calculi 
wliich  had  formed  at  that  point  within  the 
past  fifteen  or  twenty  years.  During  all 
this  time  he  had  had  no  trouble  with  the 
bladder  or  the  neck  of  that  organ.  While, 
therefore,  some  cases  of  spasm  of  the  blad- 
der, and  difficulty  of  micturition  were  due 
t")  narrowing  of  the  urethral  orifice,  there 
certainly  were  cases  where  the  latter  de- 
formity existed  without  producing  the  other 
symptoms;  and  he  doubted  wliether  the 
symptoms  referred  to  were  to  be  accounted 
for  in  the  condition  of  the  meatus  so  fre- 
quently as  Dr.  Otis  would  have  us  infer. 

Dr.  Otis  closed  the  discussion,  and  men- 
tioned the  case  of  a  young  man  who  suf- 
fered from  irritation,  apparently  at  the  neck 
of  the  bladder,  and  had  been  for  a  consider- 
able time  passing  his  urine  every  ten  or 
fifteen  minutes.  He  had  never  suffered 
from  any  acute  infltmniatory  trouble.  Dr. 
Otis  found  a  narrow  orifice,  divided  it,  and 
for  three  days  afterward  he  was  obliged  to 
introduce  the  catheter  in  order  to  draw  off 
the  urine.  At  the  end  of  that  time  the 
patient  micturated  voluntarily  at  normal 
intervals,  and  continued  well  for  a  con- 
siderable length  of  time  when  his  trouble 
again  came  on,  and  recontraction  had  taken 
place.  When  this  was  divided  relief  oc- 
curred a  second  time,  but  without  the 
amount  of  retention  which  had  taken  place 
before.  Dr.  Otis  was  not  at  all  certain  that 
the  relief  in  a  considerable  majority  of 
cases  which  were  associated  with  contrac- 
ture of  meatus,  was  not  due  to  the  pass- 
age of  the  instrument  through  the  urethra 
into  the  bhidder.  He  had  been  of  opinion 
that  in  many  cases  this  passage  of  the 
sound  was  essential  to  the  production  of 
relief,  but  he  was  equally  confident  and 
more  than  confident,  that  the  independent 
influence  of  the  condition  at  the  meatus 
was  sufficient  to  produce  marked  trouble  at 
the  neck  of  the  bladder.  However,  he 
would  not  quarrel  with  anj'^  one  as  to  the 
modus  operandi  by  which  relief  was  ob- 
tained in  these  cases,  but  would  simply  say 
that  in  th(!  graver  ones  which  had  gone  on 
for  so  long  a  time  without  relief,  that  it  was 
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worth  while  to  try  the  experiment  of  mak- 
ing the  meatus  correspond  to  tlie  normal 
size  of  thf  urethra,  which  was  easily  ascer- 
tained, and  then  pass  the  sound.     He  was 
satisfied  that  life  might  be  saved  in  this  way. 
Dr.  Hamilton     had    suggested  that    there 
wf*re    many    cases    of    contraction    of    the 
meatus   in  which,  nevertheless,  there  was 
no  trouble.     This  was  true,  for  the  majority 
of  the  human  race  had  a  contracted  meatus 
as  compared  with  the  size  of  the  canal  back 
of  it,  but  a  gfreat  many  did  so  suffer.     He 
had    ascertained    that    as    a    rule  m   cases 
where  trouble  arose  there   had  been  some 
debilitating  iniluence,  for  ir.stance,  sexual 
excess.     He  had  observed  the  occurence  of 
reflex   disturbance  in  those   who  had   had 
gonorrhoea,  and  as  many  of  these  had  a  de- 
posit of  cicatricial  tissue  it  was  not  impos- 
sible this  cicatricial  deposit   had  entangled 
terminal  nerve  corpuscles  in  such  a  way  as 
to  exert  something  like  tetanic   influence. 
For  which  reason  he  considered  his  explana- 
tion of  the  symptoms  as  the  more  probable 
one.     Division  of  the  constricted  part  gave 
relief  from  the  reflex  symptoms  referable 
directly  to  the  urinary-  passages,  and  also 
from  a  condition  bordering  on  melancholia.

CALCIUM  SULPHIDE. 

New  York,  April  20,  1882. 
Editor  of  the  Chicago  Medical  Retim: 

Sir: — You  say  in  an  editorial  in  your 
issue  of  Mirch  15, 1883,"Drs..  Pomeroy  and 
Webster  claim  to  have  demonstrated  that 
sulphide  of  calcium  is  of  no  earthly  use." 
Now,  if  you  will  take  the  trouble  to  re-read 
my  remarks   in    connection  with  Dr.  Sex- 


ton's paper,  as  rejiorted  in  any  of  the  jour- 
nals, I  think   you  will    find  that  I  made  no 
such    claim.     The    truth    is,   I  had    at   that 
time,  very  little  experience  with  the  drug. 
What  I  nieant  to  say,  and  what  I  did  say 
in  effect  was,  that  I  would  not  like  to  trust 
to  sulphide  of  calcium   alone   in   the  treat- 
ment of  cases  of  acute  inflammation  of  the 
middlf  lar,  at  least  without  having  seen  a 
cast'  or    two    brouirht    throu<;h    safely  and 
comfortably  by  such  means.     It  seemed  to 
me  that  giving  only  one-tenth  gram  doses 
of  sulphide  of  calcium  three  or  four  times 
a  day  in  such  cases,  was  almost  equivalent 
to  tloing    nothing    for  the   patient.      And  I 
called    attention   as   forcibly  as  I  could  to 
thf  fact  that  nearly  all  the  cases  of  chronic 
suppurative    inilammation    of  tlie     middle 
ear  that  came  under  my  observation,  and 
that  we  so  often   fail    to   cure,  were    origi- 
nally cases  of  acute  inflammation  for  which 
nothing  was  done  at  the   right  time,    and 
which    might  have  been  cured  by  protnpt 
and  well  timed    treatment  by  leeching,  hot 
applications,    inflation,    opiates    to   relieve 
the  pain,  and  in  some  rare  instances  punc- 
ture of  the  swollen  and  bulging  membrana 
tympani.     When   we    consi<ler    how  often 
chronic    suppurative    inflammation    of  the 
middle    ear    gives    rise    to    complications 
which    destroy  life,  how  troublesome   and 
filthy  an  affection  it  is,  how  destructive  to 
hearing    and  how  difficult  to  cure,  we  do 
not    feel    like   temporizing  with  its  initial 
stage.    Of  course  there  can  be  no  objection 
to   giving   the    sulphide  of  calcium    along 
with    other   reme<lies  in  such  cases,  but  I 
think  we    should    not  neglect  to  use  every 
means  in  our  power  to  relieve  the  pain  and 
subdue  the  inflammation.

TiiK  Therapeutical  editor  of  the  Review 
heard  by  a  private  letter  of  the  discussion 
at  the  meeting  to  which  Dr.  Webster  al- 
ludes, and  his  correspondent  used  the  ex- 
act expression  which  Dr.  Webster  cites 
from  the  editorial.  The  position  taken  by 
Dr.  "Webster  in  the  letter  is  certainly  one 
of  the,  if  not  the  soundest  which  could  be 
taken  on  the  question. 

A  XKMiT  medical  service,  similar  to  that 
of  New  York,  is  to  be  established  in 
the  city  of  Washington. 
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The  International  Encyclopfedia  of  Sur- 
gery: A  Systematic  Treatise  on  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  by  Au- 
thors of  Various  Nations.  Edited  by 
John  Ashhurst,  M.  D.,  lUustrated  with 
Wood  Cuts  and  Chromo-lithographs.  In 
Six  Volumes.  Volume  I.  New  York; 
Wiiliam  Wood  &  Co.,  1881;  W.  T.  Kee- 
ner, Cliicago. 

This  now  undertaking  seems  worthy  of 
special  attention.  The  first  volume  dis- 
cusses inflammation,  not  only  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  pathologist  but  also  from 
its  clinical  aspect,  erysipelas  and  pyiemia, 
hydrophobia  and  glanders,  scrofula  and 
tubercle,  rachitis  and  scurvy,  the  inter- re- 
lations of  diatheses  and  injuries,  operative 
surgery  in  general,  plastic  and  minor  sur- 
gery, anjESthetics,  shock,  traumatic  delirium 
and  delirium  tremens,  and  amputations. 
The  work  opens  with  a  paper  by  Dr.  Strieker, 
of  Vienna,  who  discusses  inflammation  from 
a  histological  point  of  view.  Like  all  of 
Strieker's  productions  it  is  characterized  by 
painstaking  minuteness  rather  than  origi- 
nality and  suggestiveness.  According  to 
Dr.  Strieker,  inflammation  is  characterized 
by  two  features;  an  active  hyperivmia  and 
an  active  tissue  metamorphosis.  Nei- 
ther of  these  features  alone  constitutes  in- 
flammation. Inflammation  in  its  clinical 
and  surgical  relations  is  discussed  by  Dr. 
W.  H.  Van  Buren,  of  New  York,  who 
thinks  that  at  the  present  day,  both  chemi- 
cal and  bacterial  sources  of  poisonous  action 
of  putrid  substance  play  a  part  in  the  pro- 
duction of  fever.  "  In  traumatic  fever 
there  is  a  definite  poison  circulating  in  the 
blood,  sometimes  formed  within,  sometimes 
without  the  body."  Dr.  Van  Buren  ap- 
pears to  ignore  largely  the  action  of  the 
nervous  system  in  the  production  of  fever. 
He  makes  some  very  interesting  and  valu- 
able remarks  on  the  diagnostic  value- of  the 
odf)r  of  pus.  He  discusses  fully  the  va- 
rious indications  for  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  inflammation. 

Dr.  Alfred  Still(5  makes  a  very  critical 
and  exact  examination  of  the  subject  of 
erysipelas,  but  says  nothing  about  the  ery- 
sipelas predisposition  to  which  attention 
has  been  directed  by  Verneuil.  While 
strongly  deprecating  routine  treatment,  he 
lays  great  stress  upon  the  use  of  (juinine 
and  tinctura  ferri  mur.  Dr.  Francis  Dela- 
field   takes   up   the    subject  of  pyasmia  at 


length  and  makes  the  following  distinction 
between  pyii?mia  and  septicivmia:  Pyae- 
mia applies  to  those  cases  in  which  infarc- 
tions, abscesses  and  local  inflammations 
occur,  while  septic:emia  is  applied  to  cases 
in  which  similar  symptoms  occur,  but  no 
lesions  are  found.  Pyi\jmia  is,  however,  the 
generic  term  for  both  classes  of  cases.  Dr. 
Delafield  is  seemingly  a  strong  believer  in 
the  germ  theory,  and  takes  a  very  pessi- 
mistic view  of  the  treatment  of  pyamiia, 
which  the  cnlitor  endeavors  to  tone  down 
somewhat  by  notes.  ]^r.  H.  T.  Butlin,  of 
London,  goes  carefully  over  the  subject  of 
scrofula  and  tubercle,  but  adds  nothing 
new.  Dr.  Philip  S.  Wales,  U.  S.  N.,  has 
an  interesting  article  on  scurvy.  Dr.  H. 
Verneuil,  of  Paris,  discusses  in  an  interest- 
ing manner  the  subject  of  the  inter-rela- 
tions of  wounds  and  constitutional  condi- 
tions. An  article  very  valuable  from  a 
practical  standpoint.  Dr.  Lyman's  article 
on  aniesthesia,  is  a  condensation  of  his 
excellent  compendium  in  the  Wood's  Li- 
brary series.  The  paper  on  amputations  by 
Dr.  Ashhurst,  is  ably  written,  and  very 
readable.  The  book  is  well  issued,  and 
j>resents  an  excellent  appearance.
